across the MUaa if boycotting meat this 
week, but a spot survey by tbt Herald 
indicates many housewives la the North- 
west suburbs will not take part, mainly 
because they don't Mieve It will do any 
good. 


While the belief that reduced demand 


w i l l bring price* down if 
basically sound, a loosely-organised boy- 
cott it unlikely to have any immediate 
effect. But it will be a waning, perhaps 
a powerful one, that consumers have had 
enough of high-flying hamburger prices. 


But for now, Instead of anger, there Is 


a feeling of resignation among suburban 
housewives. 


"It's not that I'm not rebellious," one 


housewife said, "It's that we've really 
been learning to buy red meat substi- 


tutes for some time now, and the latest 
jump leaves me numb, nut angry." 


"YOU CAN CATCH a good special on 


chicken, if you watch the prices, but our 
family used to enjoy a good small sirloin 
roast now and then. There was one in the 
meat counter Friday for $14, and tot's 
face it, that's not something you can 
cope with easily..." 


"I mean, it's not really funny any- 


more," the housewife said. "Not when 
some beef is going for $3 a pound and 
you buy just the basics and' try not to go 
over |2S to tide you over a weekend." 


But, according to one veteran observer 


of the commodities market — where live- 
stock and grain are bought and sold — 
establishing the basis for prices of meat 
at the consumer level are not easily 
within the control of a few men, because 


even the weather has a hand In it, in 
addition to worldwide economic condi- 
tions, 


OVER THE LAST few years, the com- 


modities expert noted, the U.S. has seen 
a spiraling of prices that "boggles the 
mind." Price limits on the commodities 
exchange have been hit tune after time 
— then reset and hit again. 


The price rise has been "tod by weath- 


er conditions aU over the world," he 
said. In Russia, China, Pakistan, India, 
and other countries, weather has de- 
stroyed crops, causing severe food short- 
ages and forcing those countries to buy 
grain from the U.S. In vast quantities. 


Grain prices then shoot upward in re- 


sponse to this buying pressure, and It .be- 
comes more expensive for American 
farmers to buy feed for their livestock. 


Compounding the economic problem, 


this situation "Is hitting at a generally 
inflationary time," the commodities ex- 
pert said. The price of cattle — and ulti- 
mately, meat — must reflect not on- 
ly the higher cost of feed, but higher 
costs in general that the farmer bears in 
raising livestock. 


The only counter balance for soaring 


prices is expanding suppHes, but such 
has not been the case. According to a 
recent U.S. Department of Agriculture 
report, as of March 1 there were 8 per 
cent more cattle being raised than a 
year ago, which in actual numbers 
amounts to several tens of thousands. 
But supply is still not enough for the de- 
mand, which is created largely by for- 
eign exportation rather than consumer

At hearings last week, the mffig 


board voted hi favor of the loning de- 
spite numerous protests from residents 
in the area. Zoning board members noted 
their concern for the problems of the 
Strong Street homeowners, but said mo- 


was the only way to bring street, 


water and sewer improvements to the 
area. 


Last year, 47 tots in the Strong Street 


neighborhood were mooed for six-flat 
apartment buildings. Area residents pro- 
tested the loning, and took the matter to 
court. They contended it was spot zoning 
because it Ignored the single-family 
homes already in the area. 


TONIGHT THE village board win con- 


sider zoning the rest of the lots in the 
area for multi-family development. The 


trustees will take into consideration testi- 
mony and recommendations from last 
week's hearings. 


Those bearings were scheduled after 


Village Mgr. George Passolt asked the 
zoning board to recommend consid- 
eration of the rezoning during the annual 
update of tot village zoning map. Strong 
Street residents have been opposing the 
rezonaag •Vstt-stooe the matter arose in 
February. 


Attorney Jack Siegel, who is represent- 


ing the village »the suit chalkogtag the 
zoning, said ha asked Passolt to request 
the hearings. "There Is nothing irregular 
about it," he aaid of the hearings. "He 
did it because I asked him to." 


Earlier this month, Judge Robert 


Downing granted Segal's motion to de- 
lay ruling In the case until the village 
reached a decision on rezoning the rest 
of the tots. The court said this delay 
would not hurt the Strong Street resi- 
dents, and added that examination of this 
additional Information might keep the 
case from coming back to court.

Following Smith win be Wheeling mi- 


dent Frank Sacco. Sacco and Rodeck 
also appeared before the caucus but 
were not endorsed. Reed did not appear 
before the screening group.

The ordinance defines the purpose of 


R-4 zoning as providing a multiplicity of 
housing types from single-family to mul- 
ti-family.

The zoning board has recommended 


that the restriction on single-family use 
be removed from the ordinance. This 
would mean that single-family homes in 
the area would not be considered non- 
conforming uses as the residents had 
feared. As such, homeowners would be 
able to make structural changes to their 
homes, and would even allow new single- 
family homes to be buftt.

ERA supporters hope for 
House vote this week 


Supporters of the Equal Rights Amend- 


ment (ERA) to the U. S. Constitution 
hope to have it brought to a vote on the 
floor of the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives next week. 


Backers of the women's rights amend- 


ment, elated by a narrow victory in the 
House Executive Committee last Thurs- 
day, are hoping to have the issue settled 
in the House quickly, especially because 
they believe they now hinre the votes in 
the House to pass the amendment It was 
approved by the state Senate last year, 
but lost by five votes in the House. 


According to Rep. Eugenia S. Chap- 


man. (D-Arlington Heights), the Execu- 
tive Committee vote of 13-11 in favor of 
the BRA followed exactly what was ex- 
pected by backers of the amendment. 


The same persons estimate there are 


now enough favorable votes In the House 
to ratify the amendment, but are anxious 
to bring it to a quick resolution because 
of a volatile political situation in the Cap- 
ital which could result in the defection of 
some legislators now favoring ERA. 


AMONG A large bipartisan contingent 


of women testifying before the com- 
mittee In favor of the amendment last 
week was Mrs. Ethel Koterus, Wheeling 
Township supervisor and president of the 
Republican Businesswomen fof Chicago, 
whteh has endorsed the amendment 


Mrs. Kolsrus said she favored the 


ERA because of her knowledge of dis- 
crimination suffered by women engaged 
in business in terms of pay and job 
classifications. She also pointed out the 
difficulty self-sustaining women encoun- 
ter In obtaining credit for themselves 
and to purchasing property. 
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per cent of the sales tax collected within 
a municipality or country beck to the 
governmental source. Under the Dyer 
bill, the municipality would receive 30 
per cent of that l per cent and the re- 
maining 80 per cent would be distributed 
throughout the entire county on a popu- 
lation basis. 
' At a meeting of the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference last week Schaumburg 
Mayor Robert Atcher said the dis- 
tribution by population would be accom- 
plished by returning the money at the 
rate of $20 per capita. 


A MUNICIPALITY would, then, re- 


ceive 20 per cent of the sales tax rebate 
of the previous year, plus $90 for each 
person within its corporate limits. 


If passed, the bill would be expected to 


effect, most seriously, communities with 
small populations and large, regional 
shopping centers. Schaumburg, Rolling 
Meadows and Mount Prospect, ex- 
pectedly would be stung by the law. 


A second bill, a product of the House 


Counties and Townships Committee, 
deals with the distribution of sales tax 


revenue generated in previously unin- 
corporated areas that are annexed to 
municipalities after Sept. 30. 


The bill ia sponsored by State Rep. A. 


T. McMaster, R-Oneida, and State Rep. 
James Krause, D-East St. Louis, chair- 
man and vice chairman of the com- 
mittee, respectively. 


The proposal, House BUI 512, would 


distribute the 1 per cent sales tax reve- 
nue generated by giving one-third of it to 
the municipality which annexed the land 
and two-thirds to the county. 


CURRENTLY, WHEN land is annexed 


to a community, the municipality receiv- 
es the hill 1 per cent while the county 
loses the 1 per cent. 


McMaster said the bill tries to stabilize 


the county's share of sates tax revenue 
which is constantly being diminished by 
municipalities that annex tax-generating 
propertied along their borders. 


The third bill, House Bill 522, Is also 


sponsored by McMaster and Krause, 
would freeze the municipalities' share of 
state income tax rebates at the 1973 lev- 
el. It provides that amounts'in excess of 


what (he munfcpality received in 1973 
would be distributed -to the municpaUty 
and the county on a population basis. 


McMastor said hb two bilk resulted 


from a aeries of public hearings his com- 
mittee held last summer. 


Both of McMaster's bills are sched- 


uled for hearing hi the House Revenue 
Committee tomorrow. 


McMaster told the Herald Friday, how- 


ever, neither of bis two bills will pass out 
of committee during this session of the 
legislature. He said the bills will have to 
undergo extensive revision and amend- 
ments and be will recommend they be 
assigned to a study committee through 
the summer. 


McMaster said the bills will not be 


ready for full House consideration until 
January 1974.

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Flood projects under way 


Two major Wheeling flood control proj- 


ects, designed to alleviate flooding in the 
Dunhurst area, are under way now that 
the spring weather has arrived, accord- 
ing to Larry Oppenheimer, director of 
public works. 


Construction crews have nearly com- 


pleted the installation of new sewer lines 
at the intersection of of S. Wayne Place 
and S. Dennis Road. Oppenheimer ex- 
plained that the new larger pipes are 
replacing smaller lines that previously 
could not handle the run-off from the 
area. 


One 12-inch line is being replaced with 


a 24-inch pipe, while the second 12-inch 
pipe is being replaced with one 27 inches. 
Oppenheimer said this will increase the 
capacities of these lines by four and five 
times, respectively. 


He explained that the pipes are fed by 


eight smaller 10-inch lines. In the past 
the pipes were just not large enough to 
handle this amount of water, be said. 


ACCORDING TO Oppenheimer, the 


pipes that are being installed are the 
large* the village could put in. "If we 
made it any larger, it would be out of the 
ground," he said. "Everything is so shal- 
low there." 


Theroux: Wheeling Township 
saves taxpayers $1 million

Wheeling Township saves its taxpayers 


$1 million per year in taxes they would 
have to pay if the township were abo- 
ished. according to Township Assessor 
Marshall Theroux. 


Theroux. who is running for reelection 


on ao unopposed slate of Republican can- 
didates, said the savings would be lost if 
Cook County were to take over many of 
the township's current functions. 


Theroux based his $1 million savings 


estimate on three separate areas. 


The largest portion comes from the 


general assistance levy the township col- 
lects. Theroux said. 


Since the township pays out between 


$50.000 and $60,000 each year in general 
assistance payments to needy families, 
the tax levy works out to a tax rate of 
approximately one cent per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation, he said. 


"But if the general assistance program 


had to be thrown into the pot by Cook 
County along with funds for Chicago, by 
law the levy paid by local taxpayers 
would have to be 10 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation." he said. 


STATE LAW requires a minimum of 


the 10 cent rate when state funds are 
used to supplement local general assis- 
tance funds. Theroux said. 


Even though under county control 


$550.000 would be collected in the town- 
ship for general assistance, qualified lo-

A second area in which the township 


saves local taxpayers money is the cost 
of taking care of roads and streets in- 
cluding snowplowlng, sweeping and re- 
pairs, Theroux said. 


Several studies have shown it costs the 


county twice as much per mile for road 
maintenance as it costs Wheeling Town- 
ship. Theroux said. He assigned the sav- 
ings to lower overhead and said it is be- 
cause the township has an operation," on 
a large enough scale to be efficient, but 
not so large that it is hampered by bu- 
reaucracy." 


The township budgets an average of 


$250,000 per year for its road and bridge 
fund and it is reasonable to assume the 
cost would be doubled for local taxpayers 
if Cook County took over, Theroux said. 


Identifying property omitted from the 


tax rolls is the third way the township 
saves money for local taxpayers. The- 
roux said he identifies properties worth 
about $300,000 per year in additional 
taxes from omitted property which goes 
to local schools, villages, park districts 
and other agencies. 


"If the dollars were not collected on 


those properties they would have to be 
paid by other taxpayers," he said. 


He believes many citizens advocate the 


abolition of township government be- 
cause they don't know the savings facts. 


"TOO MANY township officials aren't 


peddlers. They should shout 'because the 
township is here, we're saving the people 
of his area a million dollars a year," 
Theroux said. 


While his figures apply specifically to 


Wheeling Township Theroux said he 
hasn't found any other township where 
there are not "tremendous savings" on 
general assistance levies. 


For various reasons, Theroux said, the 


savings to the taxpayers in Palatine and 
Northfield townships may be smaller 
than in Wheeling Township, yet signifi- 
cant. Instead of increasing 10 times they 
may increase three or four times if the 
general assistance program is taken over 
by the county, he added. 


The public works director said the pipe 


installation would be complete by the end 
of the week, but clean up operations 
would taJie some time. "The contractor 
is going to clean up, but he is also going 
to let some piles of dirt sit there for set- 
tlement," he said. 


Oppenheimer said once the ground set- 


tled, the contractor would sod the area. 
He said, however, the contractor could 
not repave the street until the asphalt 
plans opened up sometime in April. 


Construction crews are also working on 


a second project which includes in- 
stalling a 60-inch pipe under the Soo Lane 
Railroad tracks leading into the Heritage 
Park retention basin. 


Oppenheimer said that project is some- 


what complex because the contractors 
cannot open cut the railroad tracks to 
install the pipe. Therefore, the pipe is 
gradually pushed under the tracks while 
men inside the pipe remove the extra 
dirt. 


ABOUT 90 feet of pipe must be "Jack- 


ed" under the tracks, and Oppenheimer 
said the men are averaging about two 
feet an hour. 


When the project is complete, the new 


60-inch pipe will carry water from a new 
pipe system from the Dunhurst area into 
the Heritage Park basin. 


The new pipe system is designed to al- 


leviate a bottleneck which used to cause 
water to back up onto the Dunhurst 
streets. All of the water from the Dun- 
hurst area used to feed into two 48-inch 
pipes. These pipes met at right angles, 
making it difficult for all the converging 
water to continue through another 48- 
inch pipe. 


IN ORDER to get rid of that bot- 


tleneck, the angle of the pipe has been 
changed and the line has been extended. 
Both 48-inch pipes now empty into the 
ditch that leads to the 60-inch pipe under 
the Soo Line tracks. Oppenheimer said 
the ditch is also being substantially wid- 
ened to accept the increased amount of 
storm water run-off. 


These two projects reportedly should 


take care of the flooding problems in the 
Dunhurst area. "This should make the 
' water run out a lot faster," said Op- 
penheimer. "But you really can't tell un- 
til it rains heavily, which I hope it 
doesn't. Let's say I hope we never have 
to really test this." 


Oppenheimer estimated the cost of 


both projects at $40,000. He explained 
that this does not include engineering 
fees because he designed the projects. 
"If it doesn't work, you can blame me, 
because I did it," he said. 


With the completion of these projects, 


the village will have finished three phases 
of the flood control program which was 
proposed last September. 


THIS 60-INCH PIPE is being jacked under the Soo Line 
Railroad tracks as part of a flood control project to 
alleviate flooding in the Dunhurst area of of Wheeling.

But to the 
extent that the total American buying 
public creates a demand for meat, a sus- 
tained change in the meat-buying habits

servings you get for your food dollar, be 
advises. And don't forget many of the 
items you buy at the food store are non- 
food items: mops, paper goods, and pet 
supplies, etc. 


"What we're talking about Is selectiv-

"And even though the government In- 


dicates there has been a drop in farm 
prices at the wholesale level, we're not 
going to >ee a drop in retail prices for 
several months in food costs," Reese 
predicts. 


What's the way out for a high income 


family struggling right along with the 
moderate Income and tow income fami- 
lies to eat wen and make ends meet at 
the same time? Reeae says, "It's people 
who are not willing to give something up 
and who don't keep a budget who are in 
financial trouble. "But If a family is rea- 
listic enough to give up going out to din- 
ner three times a week and this year's 
$1,200 vacation, or another item in the 
spending, they can make it."

Assurances little help to consumer

Food prices eventually are going to 


level off, maybe even drop, the govern- 
ment says. Besides, spendable income is 
up. 


That kind of talk is less than reas- 


suring if the grocery bill went up again 
last week and your most recent pay raise 
came in the the era of 50-cents-a-pound 
hamburger. 


As the economy emerged from the first 


full month of operation under Phase Ill's 
relaxed policies last week, a whopping 
rise in the cost of living was confirmed. 
This leads to speculation the adminis- 
tration's stick-in-the-closet approach may 
be scrapped. Slapping controls on the 
raw agricultural products and the whole 
food industry, could eliminate the biggest 
culprit in cost of living increases, the 
reasoning goes. 


After all, if consumers are expected to 


eat a little less as Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Earl Butz suggested, or to eat pea- 
nut butter and jelly sandwiches instead 
of beef, as consumers' groups suggest, 
then the farmers and middlemen in the 
food industry should do a little belt-tight- 
ening, too. 


"The most recent consumer price in- 


dex shows the highest increase in many 
years," says one area financial expert. 
"Since it's the first full month under 
Phase III this doesn't look good for the 
administration. Something has to be 
done, and relatively quickly. In the long 
term, free market forces are needed to 
keep supply and demand in balance, but 
some realistic guidelines could be im- 
posed now as a temporary measure. The 
question is, how long or extensive these 
controls will be."

Gov, Daniel Walker appears com- 


mitted to a policy of confrontation not 
only with Chicago Mayor Richard J Da- 
ley, but aim the Illinois General Assem- 
bly In achieving whatever his goals may 
be for his four-year administration 


Throughout his campaign, the governor 


drummed home the point that he would 
deal "with people, not politicians." and 
emphasized that if the legislature re- 
fused to follow his directions, he would 
take his caae to the people. 


In the critical initial stages, this philos- 


ophy worked well for Urn as the voters 
turned out for him first (in the primary 
election against Lt Gov Paul Simon) in 
spite of toe spirited opposition of Mayor 
Daley and other party loyalists, and sec- 
ond (in his victory over Gov. Richard 
OgUvle) In the face of halfhearted sup- 
port by the same Democratic old guard. 


IN HIS FIRST major move as gover-

interview Added her husband Bob; 


"He's probably been brainwashed " 
In view of this ghastly tragedy, the 


Steagalls might have followed the writ- 
ten suggestion they received in the mail 
from the American Nazi Party, to hate 
all black people, Just as the Black Mus- 
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lums preach the hate of all white people. 


But the Steagalls have lost their son 


and daughter-in-law — not their senses. 
And they recall with gratitude that the 
first of hundreds of expressions of com- 
passion from all over the nation came 
from a local black minister. 


This writer is personally acquainted 


with only a small percentage of the 9 
million subsribers to the newspapers who 
publish this column. I am unable, for ex- 
ample, to respond personally to all the 
mail — even though I do read it and I 
appreciate receiving any and all com- 
ments, or information. 


I can respond personally to the appall- 


ing tragedy of the senseless and brutal 
murder of two of my readers in Roanoke 
and Martinsville — by continuing to ex- 
pose and oppose the race-hatred which 
was responsible 
for their untimely 


deaths, and church funding of race-hat- 
ing groups. 


The life of Elizabeth and Robert Stea- 


gall together was short. But everyone 
who knew them will affirm that they left 
the world inestimably richer for their 
presence.

Headstart begins 
new bus service 


An agreement has been reached be- 


tween Northwest Suburban Headstart of- 
ficials and the Cook County Office of 
Economic Opportunity (CCOEO) on a 
new plan to provide bus service for pre- 
school children attending local Headstart 
centers. 


Mickey Enright, president of the board 


of directors of Northwest Suburban 
Headstart, said local representatives now 
are willing to go along with a new busing 
program. 


Mrs. Enright said a group of local 


board members and parents attended a 
meeting Tuesday with CCOEO officials 
and representatives of Pace, Inc., which 
will provide the bus service. She said 
questions and worries that local Head- 
start parents and officials had about the 
Pace bus service were answered satis- 
factorily at the meeting. 


Pace Inc., includes three parents of 


Headstart children, and three other vol- 
unteer members including a president of 
a Northbrook bus company, she said. 


CCOEO HAS AGREED to continue 


paving Ritzenthater Bus Co., for its ser- 
vice until the new Pace group gets its 
bus system operational, Mrs. Enright 
said. In addition she said the group had 
been promised radios would be provided 
on the buses for emergency commu- 
nication. 


She said the Pace Inc. board agreed to 


vote on whether drivers working on the 
buses in this area should be paid $3 per 
hour as opposed to the $2.10 rate pro- 
posed. The local board had expressed 
concern it would be difficult to find and 
keep bus drivers at the tower salary 
rate. 


Mrs. Enright said local officials' only 


remaining concern is whether the pro- 
gram will be carried through as prom- 
ised. A total of $27,000 in federal funds 
has been taken from the local headstart 
budget to pay for the Pace bus trans- 
portation. The new program is expected 
to save money on the cost of bus service.

Illinois should 
• 


back depositors 


The state of Illinois has been or- 


dered to repay to depositors in the 
defunct City Savings Association of 
Chicago some $21 million of which 
they were defrauded several years 
ago. 


That ruling, by U.S. District 


Court Judge Edwin A. Robson, has 
placed Illinois Attorney General 
William J Scott in the difficult po- 
sition of deciding whether to ap- 
peal Robson's decision to a higher 
•ourt 


We believe that the state should 


accede to the ruling of the district 
court and take steps immediately 
to restore these funds to those vic- 
tims whose money was stolen from 
them through 
a 
financial 
in- 


stitution which was supposed to be 
under inspection by Illinois govern- 
ment. 


Judge Robson's logic in ordering 


the state to repay the losses was 
that the massive embezzlement by 
the fugitive C. Oran Mensik was 
made possible through the mis- 
conduct of state officials charged 
with safeguarding funds invested 
in the association. 


Attorney General Scott is under- 


standably concerned with the pre- 
cedent implicit in Judge Robson's 
ruling. 


Scott has pointed out that if Illi- 


nois bows to the ruling, it may be 
contributing to a precedent for 
reimbursing policyholders in failed 
insurance companies, depositors in 
other 
failed 
banks 
and 
even 


patients with malpractice claims 
against state-licensed physicians. 


We share his apprehension about 


the amount of money which it 
could cost Illinois to take on these 
responsibilities. But we cannot 
avoid the fact that Illinois a few 
years back was a national leader 
in losses to policyholders in failed 
insurance companies — largely be- 


cause of lax and negligent regu- 
lation of these institutions. 


Moreover, from a layman's view 


we fail to see the logic in extending 
the precedent to malpractice suits. 
Judge Robson said the state failed 
in supervising the fiscal conduct of 
a 
s t a t e-regulated 
institution. 


Should the state fail in properly ex- 
amining the qualifications of a doc- 
tor, it might well be responsible for 
the damages he inflicts 
upon 


patients. 


But there appears to us to be a 


wide gulf between requiring the 
state to audit closely a financial in- 
stitution and expecting it to tell a 
doctor bow many stitches to take. 


We do not presume to tell the at- 


torney general what is the proper 
legal course. He may well decide 
that the matter should be ap- 
pealed, if for no other purpose than 
arriving at a precise legal answer. 


Whether or not an appeal is tak- 


en, however, it is within the power 
of the state legislature to assume 
the obligation of repaying the sto- 
len funds. 


It is unfortunate that such action 


would mean that residents of the 
whole state would be required to 
repay the losses of a relatively 
small number of fellow Illinoisans. 


But the court has said that the 


state is liable. And the state is, af- 
ter all, the people. 


In an annual budget in excess of 


$7 billion, the $21 million ordered 
repaid by the federal court repre- 
sents less than 3/10ths of 1 per cent 
of the annual budget. 


It is a considerable sum, but if 


its expenditure resulted in respon- 
sible regulation of financial in- 
stitutions which have all too often 
been allowed to bilk the people of 
Illinois, it would'be a small price to 
pay.

A Supreme Court 'newsmaker' 


I've always wanted to write a gossip 


column, replete with the names of the 
very rich, very famous and very con- 
troversial. Today's column will thus 
begin with a dropped name: 


Barbara Susan Papish. 
Now — Ms. Papish is hardly as fa- 


mous as Sig Sakowicz, George Halas or 
Sarah Miles, but at this moment she's 
more controversial. And there are two 
reasons why today's column is devoted to 
her: 


1) She's the subject of last Tuesday's 


landmark U.S. Supreme Court decision 
which extends protection to university 
students who express socially unap- 


proved words or thoughts in print. 


2) I can offer the story-behind-the-story 


about her, because she's an old friend of 
mine. 


Barbara and I met almost 8 years ago 


over a copy of the New York Times in 
the University of Missouri School of 
Journalism lounge. She complimented 
me for something, and I returned the 
compliment. We became friends. 


I quickly learned she was a fixture in 


J-School. She'd been there three years 
and was regarded as slightly eccentric, 
outspokenly political and opinionated on 
just about every imaginable topic. 


We talked for hours about politics and 


journalism. She was from Connecticut, 
and a small group of us shared a mock- 
ing dislike (and grudging appreciation) 
of central Missouri and its boondock uni- 
versity. 


She, indeed, was scatter-brained, but 


when a cause came along — whether po- 
litical or journalistic — she threw herself 
into it with the abandon of a kamikaze 
pilot. And as the years dragged on 
(that's how time moves in central Mis- 
souri) she indeed became a radical polit- 
ical celebrity. 


She also ran into trouble with the uni- 


versity. In November, 1967, she was dis- 
tributing anti-war literature at the wrong

place and wrong time, and the university 
put her on probation for her efforts. 


Then, 14 months later, as editor of the 


Columbia Free Press Underground she 
included a cartoon of the Statue of Lib- 
erty being raped by police and a 12-letter 
"obscenity" in a headline, all in the 
same issue She was expelled from the 
university, thus ending a six-year jour- 
nalism graduate career. 


I've not seen her or thought about her 


case for four years, until Tuesday's 
newspaper said the U.S. Supreme Court 
was going to require the university to 
reinstate her. According to a 6-3 Court 
vote, in essence her Constitutional right 
of free speech had been trampled upon 
by the university's expulsion. 


Dealing with a celebrity is difficult. 


I've been calling her for two days, and I 
get either a busy signal (a not-uncom- 


The Northwest suburbs in the Chicago 


area are lacking public transportation. 
In the area of Elk Grove the only public 
transportation is a cab company and one 
United Motor Coach bus.

Govern- 
ment should allow money for the CTA so 
it will be able to continue in its operation 
but, money should equally be given for, 
transportation in the suburbs.

It's bard on the family nerves, as well 


as the family finances, to spend several. 
hundred dollars on air conditioning the 
house only to find the noise is driving 
everybody crazy. 


Maybe only you — sometimes you, and 


the neighbors as well, when outside units 
used for central air conditioning are 
noisy. 


It's cheaper to prevent this than to cor- 


rect it, and householders can save both 
dollars and annoyance by learning how 
to make use of the new "sound rating 
number" (SRN) system recently adopted 
by the air conditioning industry. 


Sound rating numbers are now found 


on outdoor condenser units of "split" 
cooling systems, and on "single pack- 
age" systems, which bear the blue and 
white ARI Sound Certificate Seal of the

As the engineers of this Industry have 


discovered, measuring noise Is not as 
simple as we once thought. The number 
of decibels, by itself, doesn't tell you ev- 
erything you want to know about noise. 


"SOME SOUNDS, such as a vibration 


or a screech, may be low in volume but 
still be very annoying, while others may 
be loud but relatively pleasant," the ARI 
explains. The SRN rating Is a measure of 
both the volume and the quality of the 
sound produced by the unit. 


Your installer (if he knows his busi- 


ness) can crank the SRN figure inn a 
formula developed by the institute. It 
takes into account the distance of the 
unit from walls and other sound barriers, 
and tells the Installer how many decibels 
of sound will be produced in, say, the 
patio area where you grill hamburgers, 
or at your lot line. 


Fences, or enclosures using various 


materials, and even plants in some types 
of Installations, can be used to control 
noise, or make it turn corners. 


When existing systems are noisy, the 


ARI offers these suggestions: 


If the cooled air entering the room has 


a whistling sound, it's probably a sign 
that either the ducts are too small, or 
the fan too, large. 


If the annoyance consists of vibrations, 


or you hear equipment sounds, the ducts 
may have been installed without the full 
90-degree turn that's needed to serve as 
a sound trap. 


YOU MAY ALSO get equipment noise 


and vibrations if 'there isn't a flexible 
connection between the unit and the met- 
al ducts leading away from It, to inter- 
rupt sound transfer. 


Central air conditioners are sometimes 


noisy because no separate utility room is 
available, and the unit is installed in a 
closet. The remedy here is to line the 
closet with acoustical insulating mate- 
rials. 


With an increasing number of commu- 


nities adopting "noise pollution" legisla- 
tion, it's important for homeowners to 
know what the restrictions are in local 
codes, and make sure that outdoor units 
operate within prescribed levels. There's 
no one answer for all homeowners. Codes 
In effect or under consideration across 
the country differ by as much as 15 deci- 
bels in their requirements, says the ARI. 


Installers who know how to use the 


new SRN system, and the ARI formula, 
can predict with accuracy the sound that 
will be produced at any point of mea- 
surement — a good way to stay out of 
trouble with the noise inspectors, and 
keep the neighbors happy.

Tax preparer 
should add 
i. d. numbers 


Anyone who prepares a federal income 


tax return for a fee is required to enter 
his social security number or employer 
identification number on the return he 
prepares, according to Roger C. Beck, 
district director of the Internval Revenue 
Service for Northern Illinois. 


This Information is required on income 


tax returns for the first time this year. 
Beck said taxpayers should insist a pre- 
parer sign the return and enter his ad- 
dress and social security number or em- 
ployer identification number on the re- 
turn. 


The IRS added the requirement to the 


1972 income tax return so that it can 
identify the tax returns filled out by a 
particular preparer. 


Even if someone else prepares the re- 


turn, the taxpayer is still responsible for 
the accuracy of the information entered 
on the return and the full payment of any 
additional tax, penalties, or interest 
charges, Beck said. 


Most tax return preparers are com- 


petent and honest, but taxpayers should 
be on their guard against unscrupulous 
preparers. 


Here are some tips: 
• Never sign a blank return; 
• Do not sign a tax return prepared in 


pencil because it can be changed later; 


• Do not allow your refund check to be 


mailed to the preparer; 


• Avoid the advisor who "guarantees" 


refunds, wants a percentage of the re- 
fund, or supposedly knows all the angles; 
and 


• Avoid the preparer who advises a 


taxpayer to overstate deductions, claim 
fictitious dependents or omit income. 


A reputable tax preparer will sign me 


tax return he prepares on the line pro- 
vided and enter his tax identifying num- 
ber, Beck said.

Only the bare skeleton of "Mame" is 


snowing at Mill .Run Theatre. The musi- 
cal comedy at the Niks Theater-in-the 
round is a poor imitation of the memo- 
rable production that enraptured Broad- 
way. 


Even more unfortunate, Jane Russell, 


the billed star, is unable to fill the shoes 
of the dynamic, devil-may-care Mame. If 
she could, it might make up for a weak 
staging. 


Hie Mill Run rendition is plain and 


tacky. The luster and glow that so char- 
acterize the musical are generally lack- 
ing. Miss Russell's voice falls short of 
the robust qualities necessary for some 
of the more vibrant numbers in the 
show. 


GROSSLY AT fault is the stage setting 


Itself. Bare and insufficient to carry the 
action, It is distracting. The rapid man- 
ual scene changes break up the contin- 
uity of the show. This is particularly haz- 
ardous in the first act. 


When Miss Russell rushes in to bounce 


upon a small round disc that is supposed 
to remind the audience of a bed and, 
while still out of breath, pretends that 
she has been awakened from a sound 
sleep . . . just how far can the imagina- 
tion be asked to cover up?

vices, by developing the boutique con- 
cept -to -personalize customer service 
within the store, by developing branch, 
stores as specialty shops and by differ- 
entiating their own images front those 
of their competitors. 


In addition, the retailers felt that de- 


partment store management must act. 
to face up to a steady increase in, the. 
competition from discounters, from re- 
vitalized specialty stores, from food and! 
drug chains and from direct to customer 
warehouse furniture outlets. 


This suggests, Dr. Bogart said, that

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Dear Dr. Lamb — Is It harmful to be 


in the same IS by 15-foot room with three 
smokers? I have never smoked and feel 
no adverse effects from their presence 
but still I am concerned about the possi- 
bility of harmful effects on myself. 


Dear Reader — The Surgeon General 


of the U.S. Public Health Service says it 
is Brown stained cells are in the sputum 
of nonsmokers if they live with, or are In 
close proximity to. chronic smokers. The 
effects on the nonsmokers aren't as prev- 
alent in regards to the tar in the to- 
bacco. However, the nonsmoker has not 
developed a tolerance to the nicotine in 
the smoke or some of the irritating 
fumes that are in it, and will actually 
have more trouble with these than the 
smoker does. 


Finally, the smoke that comes off the 


cigarettes, pipes and cigars contains car- 
boo monoxide. In a small closed room 
with smokers the carbon monoxide level 
can fairly rapidly exceed the levels nor- 
mally accepted as safe levels by 
industry. Carbon monoxide tends to 
combine with the hemoglobin pigment in 
the red blood cells of the blood stream 
and prevent them from being able to car- 
ry oxygen. Chronic smokers have a high- 
er degree of carbon monoxide in their 
blood than nonsmokers. They have 
adapted to these changes and, as a re- 
sult, tolerate the carbon monoxide that 
they create better than the nonsmoker. 


I really don't believe that most 


smokers realize the amount of actual 
physical discomfort they cause other 
people who do not share their habit. Not 
only are normal people afflicted with the 
problems I've just mentioned from other 
people smoking, but individuals who are 
exceptionally sensitive or those with as- 
thma and allergic responses may be 


placed in a relatively serious circum- 
stance if they are forced to cohabit in an 
airplane, or public conveyance, or other 
small confined space with a heavy 
smoker. The bask fact is that the non- 
smoker's right to clean air is being pre- 
empted by the smoker's unhealthy habit. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — We have doubt 


about the milk we are drinking and I am 
writing to see if you can help us. We 
want to know which is better, fresh cow 
milk or the powdered milk sold in car- 
tons to make 14 quarts of milk. We are 
ages 8 to 12, grownups and old people. 
We all have good digestions and better 
appetites. 


Dear Reader — They are both good 


products. Many heart specialists feel 
that "ou should limit the amount of satu- 
rated fat in your diet and for these rea- 
sons would like to limit the amount of 
whole milk that individuals use. A good 
substitute is fortified skim milk. 


Many of the cartons of dry milk pow- 


der are fat free and would satisfy the 
recommendations in this regard from the 
heart specialists. Other than the differ- 
ence in fat content that may be found 
between the fresh milk and the fat-free 
powdered milk, there is no important dif- 
ference in terms of nutrition. 


There aresome other problems with 


fresh cow milk, if by that you mean un- 
pasteurized. To get unpasteurized milk 
you'd almost have to be getting your 
milk directly from the farm. Unpasteu- 
rized milk can transmit some diseases 
such as brucellosis and it was in the in- 
terest of sanitation, with the goal of pro- 
tecting people's health, that pasteuriza- 
tion regulations have been put into effect 
for most commercial dairies in the coun- 
try.

For a team that wasn't very big, Elk 


Grave did a lot of "rebounding" during 
the winter of T3.

Kante Rockae. 


"I am," says John Wooden, "no high- 


powered orator. My players have never 
heard me mention winning. 'We've got to 
win this one!'

But they've heard me 
say. and will as long as I coach, before 
we take the floor every game, 'When the 
game's over. I want your head up. That* 
afl I want.'" 


Wooden's theories for winning basket-

ners in sports. Paul Brown was and Is 
like Wooden - quietly driven by the suc- 
cess ethic.

years ago was entitled, "That's Good, 
That's Bad " This theme seemed to fol- 
low Forest View's varsity basketball 
team through 1972-73.

We note Monday's news item in the Ar- 


lington Heights Herald regarding gar- 
bage collection proposals, which was 
apparently based on an office discussion 
memo of ours, describing our wish to 
watt for more definite specifications be- 
fore bidding on the new disposal con- 
tract 


This item was accurate in general, in- 


cluding mention of the J4.50 bid for 
twice-a-week curb service (with custom- 
er supplying bags) compared to our cur- 
rent $4.82 rate including the trip to the 
backdoor. 


However, we would like to clarify two 


details. One to your mention of a $16,000

nity above his political ambitions. 


So. as every voter can see, to tackle a 


mayor's job is not for any "me too," as 
the late president H. S. Truman de- 
scribed his opponent, Thomas Dewey, 
when running for reelection in 1948. Most

Resident urges full-time firemen for Palatine 


The tragedy of February 23 is of the 


gravest nature; one we cannot allow our- 
selves to accept and forget. Because it 
involved a spectacular fire and the 
deaths of three admirable men, it 
stands out among the myriad of lesser 
tragedies here in Palatine. It has focused 
attention on the viability of a pre- 
dominantly volunteer fire department 
and, in doing so, may overshadow all our 
other important problems, which seem 
intangible and very dramatic. They are 
also more difficult to solve. 


My fear is that the people and elected 


officials of this town will take the road 
most frequently traveled by, the road 
with which they are most familiar, the 
easiest way out. Either the vacancies in 
the fire department caused by this trage- 
dy will be filled by three more heroic 
volunteers and the system will stand as 
is or public outcry and journalistic her- 
aldry will force the city fathers to hur- 
riedly institute an expensive, all-pro- 
fessional fire fighting force. 


Both of these contingencies are unac- 


ceptable to me for the following reasons: 


A radical change in a abort period of 


time involving a lot of money is alien to 
this fast-paced yet conservative commu- 
nity. Not that it couldn't happen. I just 
doubt that the city government could 
carry it off very well. In the meantime, 
monies would be unavailable for other 
equally important uses. 


The second likelihood, it seems to me, 


is obviously unacceptable. Palatine and 
Buffalo Grove are the only two munici- 
palities in the entire northwest suburban 
area who depend almost exclusively on a 
volunteer fire department. One might 
think that we are behind the times. In 
Palatine, 96 years have been consumed 
in building a tradition of fighting fires 
voluntarily. Villagers and village offi- 
cials are reluctant to give up this in- 
creasingly outdated tradition which has 
been good enough in the past, as weD as 
inexpensive. 


Ninety-six years. The Ben Franklin 5 


and 10, worth $200,000, was consumed in 
about three hours. It was one of Pala- 
tine's few remaining landmarks reflec- 
ting charm and antiquity. 


Of course, that is not all we lost in the 


fire. The value of human life cannot be 


assessed in multiples of the dollar. It is 
infinite. All we can know is that the lives 
of three beautiful men were snuffed out 
before they were complete. Some believe 
that all we can do is remember them 
with memorial funds. 


In such reflection, I wonder just who 


these men that died were. 


They were volunteers serving the town 


they loved. There was John Wilson, the 
man who discovered the origin of the fire 
that would destroy the store he owned. I 
can only wonder if he would have taken 
the same great risk if the edifice in 
flames had not been his own. Would 
Freeman and Ahlgrim have followed if 
they had not shared the same concern 
as Wilson? 


Questions which cannot be answered 


yet somehow must be resolved. 


Now I wonder what these men who 


died were like and I realize that they 
were just folks like you and me except 
for one thing. They were community- 
minded men-of-action, of which there are 
precious few in Palatine. 


I ask two questions: Who is to replace 


them? Can we afford to let such rare

going to the library, evening school 
events or recreational areas and activi- 
ties; it means we are discussing mothers 
taking children to parks or the doctor's 
office or the opportunity to get away 
from the house for an afternoon. 


I discussed "Dlal-A-Bus," the subject 


of a recent editorial, as a possible solu- 
tion to our transportation problem and 
went so far as to recommend the Liber- 
tyvllle* area as a site the most likely for 
a fair test of Dlal-A-Bus in our congres- 
sional district. I cited two communities, 
one In Canada and the other upstate New 
York where such projects have been 
proven economically feasible once the in- 
itial investment had been made. Studies 
also indicate a growing popularity of this 
type service and if properly managed 
only requires that initial investment. 


It is unfortunate that the areas which 


require mass transportation in our con- 
gressional district are those which are 
undergoing the greatest growth and 
those areas which are not in a position to 
further burden taxpayers to make the in- 
itial investment required. I proposed and 
still advocate the use of federal highway 
trust funds, lent at low interest, in such 
areas so that Dial-A-Bus could become a 
reality. 


My opponent in the congressional race 


has steadfastly opposed the use of high- 
way trust funds for any other purpose 
than the construction of highways. Trust 
funds, however, are available and it is 
obvious to anyone who has studied the 
transportation problem that multi-lane 
highways and freeways are not the an- 
swer to the transportation problems and 
ills in the 12th congressional district. 


Another recent Herald editorial dealt 


with the need to insure autos recalled by 


manufacturers for defect were indeed 
serviced. I have suggested legislation 
which would require a recalled auto be 
serviced and certified approved before 
that auto could be resold either by a 
dealer or individual.

visible now. A professional fire fighting 
force represents more training than vol- 
unteers are likely to have. No one doubts 
the courage and self sacrifice that both 
groups possess, but professionals can 
temper these virtues with a sense of de- 
tachment, an ability to calculate risk, 
and a "knowing of when to get out of 
there." A professional force can prevent 
unfortunate accidents. 


The professional, full-time firemen 


should be gradually phased in over a few 
years. As is the case with most, old- 
line programs, a gradual phase out 
seems to work best and is consonant with 
the slow pace of political change in Pala- 
tine. 


Such a program would leave money 


available for other important problems. 


Fire protection is one of the municipal 


services that has traditionally received 
top priority along with police protection, 
waste disposal, road construction and tax 
collection. Perhaps because of small city 
budgets (but more likely because of 
lack of attention), other social needs 
have been neglected and have suffered; 
i.e. flood control, environmental protec- 
tion, better educational and recreational 
facilities, day-care centers, family coun- 
seling programs, proper land use, etc. 


Fire and death are shocking realities. 


They put us in a thoughtful mood. We 
question the tenets of our precarious ex- 
istence. We doubt the justice of past ac- 
tions. We puzzle the shape of things to 
come. And we are afraid of change. 


Tragedy has afforded us an opportuni- 


ty to reflect on reality. Let's take this 
chance to do something about it, whole- 
heartedly, not piecemeal. 


Where do we begin? We begin by ask- 


ing what does this town need? What do 
we want our town to become? Just an- 
other suburb? Or a beautiful place to live 
and grow; a place our children will want 
to come back to settle down in? 


How do we want to be? Merely con- 


tented or happy, human and free? How 
do we want our children to be? Ask them 
what they really learn in school and 
compare that to what they could learn; 
i.e. democracy, order, independence, 
self-reliance, cooperation, concern and 
action. 


After you've thought it all over, make 


a decision — a commitment. Then, in 
April, vote. Vote for the man who will 
search out everyone's needs and lead ua 
in fulfilling them. The challenge of de- 
mocracy is to satisfy both the majorities 
and the minorities. 


I don't intend to play down the signifi- 


cant good that has been accomplished 
in Palatine. Especially in the last few 
years, things have been loosening up. 
Frightfully more beckons to be done. 
And if anything is to be salvaged from 
the ruins of the Ben Franklin tragedy, it 
is a reaffirmation of desire to achieve 
the kind of ideal these men stood for. 


We need only make a greater effort 


and they will not have died in vain.

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Meat prices numb housewives during 'boycott week

An informal coalition of eoommcn 


across tte nation it boycotting meat tfaU 
week, but a ipot survey by the Herald 
iodlcatM many housewives In the North- 
west suburbs will not takt part, mainly 
because liny don't believe It will do any 


White the belief that reduced demand 


will bring prices down Is 
basically sound, a toady-organised boy- 
cott is unlikely to have any immediate 
effect. But H will be a warning, perhaps 
a powerful one, that consumer* have had 
enough of high-flying hamburger prices. 


But for now, instead of anger, there Is 


a feeling of resignation among suburban 
housewives. 


"It's not that I'm not rebellious," one 


housewife said, "It's that we've really 
been teaming to buy red meat substi- 


tutes for some time now, and the latest 
Jump leaves me numb, not angry." 


"YOU CAN CATCH a good special on 


chicken, If you watch the prices, but our 
family used to enjoy a good small sirloin 
roast now and then. There was one in the 
meat counter Friday for $14, and let's 
face It, that's not something you can 
cope with easily..." 


"I mean, it's not really funny any- 


more," the housewife said. "Not when 
some beef Is going for $3 a pound and 
you buy just the basics and try not to go 
over $25 to tide you over a weekend." 


But, according to one. veteran observer 


of the commodities market — where live- 
stock and grain are bought and sold — 
establishing the basis for prices of meat 
at the consumer level are not easily 
within the control of a few men, because 


even the weather has a hand in ft, in 
addition to worldwide economic condi- 
tions. 


OVER THE LAST few yean, the com- 


modities expert noted, the U.S. has seen 
a splraling of prices that "boggles the 
mind." Price limits on the commodities 
exchange have been hit time after time 
— then reset and hk again. 


The price rise has been "ted by weath- 


er conditions all over the world," he 
said. In Russia, China, Pakistan, India, 
and other countries, weather has de- 
stroyed crops, causing severe food short- 
ages and forcing those countries to buy 
grain from the U.S. hi vast quantities. 


Grain prices then shoot upward in re- 


sponse to this buying pressure, and U be- 
comes more expensive for American 
farmers to buy feed for their livestock. 


Compounding the economic problem, 


this situation "is hitting at a generally 
inflationary time," the commodities ex- 
pert said. The price of cattle — and ulti- 
mately, meat — must reflect not on- 
ly the higher cost of feed, but higher 
costs In general that the farmer bears in 
raising livestock. 


The only counter balance for soaring 


prices is expanding supplies, but such 
has not been the case. According to a 
recent U.S. Department of Agriculture 
report, as of March 1 tbere were 8 per 
cent more cattle being raised than a 
year ago, which in actual numbers 
amounts to several tens of thousands. 
But supply is still not enough for the de- 
mand, which is created largely by for- 
eign exportation rather than consumer

Back to basics — reading, writing and 


arithmetic — that's the philosophy of 
the Academy of Basic Studies, 10500 Mil- 
waukee Ave., Des Plaines, a private 
school in Des Plaines for children in kin- 
dergarten through ninth grade. 


Only traditional subjects are taught at 


the school, with emphasis placed on 
mathematics, English and grammar.

The school is "run strictly on dis- 


cipline," said Thomas Witte, member of 
the board of directors. Students aren't al- 
lowd to run in the halls or make noise in 
the classroom. 


School programs are designed to "get 


the children into the right attitude for 


learning," Witte said. Most of the chil- 
dren at the school want to learn. "Very 
few students try to sluff off, most of 
them take pride in doing a good job," he 
said. 


A student's day at the academy is 


spent in English and math in the morn- 
ing, foreign language, history, geogra- 
phy, science and economics in the after- 
noon. 


Basic mathematics is still taught at the 


school with modern math used as a sup- 
plemental exercise. "A child still has to 
think in terms of numbers," said Witte, 
he has to be able to figure in his head. 
"Modern math doesn't teach you that." 


STUDENTS AT the academy 
are 


taught subjects sooner than children in 
public schools, said Witte. Fourth gra- 
ders learn fractions, fifth graders learn 
percentages, sixth graders study geome- 


try and seven and eighth graders study 
algebra. 


Sixth graders will use a basic math 


workbook copywrited in 1955 and all stu- 
dents at intermediate grade levels are 
required to take a basic arithmetic speed 
test every day. 


Other courses include German in third 


and fourth grade and Latin in fifth 
grade. 


Three and four-year-old children in the 


academy's kindergarten learn to read. 


The academy "is probably the number 


one school in the, country," said Witte. 
Students take the Iowa Achievement 
Exam, a nation-wide academic achieve- 
ment test, each year and repeatedly 
score in the top 1 per cent. The test is 
used by the school to evaluate its pro- 
gram strength. "The test is a fairly ac- 
curate measure of progress," Witte said. 


Minority job center opens 


The Chicago suburbs first minority job 


referral center struggled through its 
starting week without phones in a three- 
room Des Plaines trailer. 


The Minority Information and Job Re- 


ferral Center, sponsored by the suburban 
Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence (SCLC), opened a week ago at 1150 
N. River Rd., Des Plaines. 


"We didn't even know until Friday that 


we would get the space. Maryville 
Academy wasn't using the trailer so we 
have it temporarily," Julie Sass, center 
coordinator, said. "We moved in Mon- 
day." 


Without phones, the center was "cut 


off" from women and minority persons 
seeking employment, she said. 


Applications however, from 18 firms 


backing SCLC's Minority Industrial Rela- 
tions Council (MIRC) were quickly as- 
sembled. "Right now, we have more jobs 
than applicants," Clyde Brooks, MIRC 
chairman, said. 


THE CENTER will be open from 9 


a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday through Friday. 
Telephone number is 296-7260. 


The center was planned about six 


months ago to aid industry in recruiting 
minorities and women for suburban jobs. 
The center also will check area firms 


that deal with the federal government 
and do not discriminate in hiring and 
business. 


"We can get the guy who has a college 


degree a job. That's not a problem," 
Brooks, of Elk Grove Village, said. "But, 
the persons earning $8,000 or less, with a 
family, can't afford to buy a car and 
drive to the suburbs every day. Trans- 
portation is a big problem." 


Minority recruitment is the problem of 


companies," he said. "We're not here to 
duplicate personnel offices. We want to 
show companies how they can go about 
finding qualified candidates." 


Sass said the center will look for a per- 


manent home and hopes to add two full- 
time coordinators, rotating interviewers, 
work-study students and additional vol- 
unteers to the staff. 


"We're hoping this will become a suc- 


cess model. Then, the companies may 
want to take it over," Brooks said. A 
MIRC subcommittee has been formed to 
investigate company funding of the pro- 
gram. 


The center also may seek contributions 


from foundations to pay staff members, 
Brooks said. 


JOB APPLICANTS will be screened at 


the center and referred to specific job 
openings offered by the member firms. 
"If the person is qualified and hired, that 
tells us something," Brooks said. "If the 
person is qualified and isn't hired, that 
may tell us something else." 


Member firms discussed opening 15 


per cent of summer jobs to minorities at 
a March 13 meeting. No action was taken 
on the proposal. 


But, Brooks predicted that "things are 


moving fast. MIRC has scheduled an 
April meeting with "presidents of 20 
chief corporations," Brooks said. Next 
MIRC meeting is April 19.

"THE PEOPLE bring their children 


here who want them truly educated," 
he said. Several parents teach .at the 
school, and many mothers have gone to 
work to be able to afford to send their 
children to the academy.

The school doesn't advertise its 
programs, he said, so its popularity has 
spread by word of mouth. 


The academy is the offspring of West- 


minster Academy directed in 1967 by 
U.S. Rep. Philip Crane. When that school 
went out of business in 1968 parents and 
teachers formed the Academy of Basic 
Studies at the East Maine Baptist 
Church, in unincorporated Des Plaines. 


The school now has 70 students, six full 


time and two part time teachers and is 
run on a "not-for-profit" basis, said 
Witte, with parents paying $850 a year 
tuition per child. The average yearly 
salary for teachers is $6,000. 


"I'm not in a position to knock the pub- 


lic schools," said Witte. Public schools 
are too often forced to make com- 
promises, he added. They make sure 
students get good grades so they can 
send a favorable report card home to the 
parents. Public schools have more disci- 
pline problems than the academy, he 
said. 
•Witte said the academy, unlike public 
schools, does not admit all the children 
who apply for enrollment. Students are 
tested to find their level of achievement 
and their potential for learning. Every 
child must work to get an education 
here, said Witte, "We're not a dumping 
ground for problem children."

became they don't believe it will do any 
food. 


While the belief that reduced demand 


w i l l bring prices down Is 
basically sound, a loosely-organized boy* 
cott Is unlikely to have any immediate 
effect. But It will be a warning, perhaps 
a powerful one, that consumers have had 
enough of high-flying hamburger prices. 


But for now, instead of anger, there is 


a feeling of resignation among suburban 
housewives. 


"It's not that I'm not rebellious," one 


housewife said, "it's that we've really 
been learning to buy red meat substi- 


tutes for some time now, and the latest 
jump leaves me numb, not angry." 


"YOU CAN CATCH a good special on 


chicken, if you watch the prices, but our 
family used to enjoy 'a good small sirloin 
roast now and then. There was one In the 
meat counter Friday for $14, and let's 
face It, that's not something you can 
cope with easily..." 


"I mean, it's not really funny any- 


more," the housewife said. "Not when 
some beef is going for $3 a pound and 
you buy just the basics and try not to go 
over $25 to tide you over a weekend." 


But, according to one veteran observer 


of the commodities market — where live- 
stock and grain are bought and sold — 
establishing the basis for prices of meat 
at the consumer level are not easily 
within the control of a few men, because 


even the weather has a band in it, in 
addition to worldwide economic condi- 
tions. 


OVER THE LAST few years, the com- 


modities expert noted, the U.S. has seen 
a spiraling of prices that "boggles the 
mind." Price limits on the commodities 
exchange have been hit time after time 
— then reset and hit again. 


The price rise has been "led by weath- 


er conditions all over the world," he 
said. In Russia, China, Pakistan, India, 
and other countries, weather has de- 
stroyed crops, causing severe food short- 
ages and forcing those countries to buy 
grain from the U.S. in vast quantities. 


Grain prices then shoot upward in re- 


sponse to this buying pressure, and it be- 
comes more expensive for American 
farmers to buy feed for their livestock. 


Compounding the economic problem, 


this situation "is hitting at a generally 
inflationary time," the commodities ex- 
pert said. The price of cattle — and ulti- 
mately, meat — must reflect not on- 
ly the higher cost of feed, but higher 
costs in general that the farmer bears in 
raising livestock. 


The only counter balance for soaring 


prices is expanding supplies, but such 
has not been the case. According to a 
recent U.S. Department of Agriculture 
report, as of March 1 there were 8 per 
cent more cattle being raised than a 
year ago, which in actual numbers 
amounts to several tens of thousands. 
But supply is still not enough for the de-

ZETTEK OPENED his statements by 


explaining why he, as an incumbent, pro- 
moted the debate at Ridge School. "I 
was told ft was suicide for an incumbent 
to debate," he said. "Ill ten you why I 
did it. I want you to compare, look at the 
mm. I'm very proud of what the village 
has done. It's 
nothing short of 


phenomenal. If I were to ask, 'Do you 
Uke Elk Grow Village?' 99 per cent of 
you would lay yes." 


As accomplishments Zettek listed the 


community blood program, the para- 
medic emergency program, pollution 
control (particularly Chicago Magnet 
Wire) and a lower village tax in 1972. 


He said 80 per cent of the streets in the 


village have been improved in the past 
two years the Community Service board 
was established, personnel wen added to 
almost every village department — 
"Dammit, you can't get much better." 


Zettek also mentioned senior citizen 


housing, which is approved in the village 
but is being held up by the federal freeze

Existing boundaries favored 
for unit school district

Adherence to existing Dist. 59 bound- 


aries appears to be the moat favored al- 
ternative for a possible unit school dis- 
trict, according to subcommittee reports 
of the Citizens Reorganization Study 
Committee. 


The state and legal aspects subcom- 


mittee, however, has recommended that 
any action on forming a unit district be 
dropped until decisions 
have been 


reached on pending court cases. 


The five subcommittees of the Elk 


Grove Township School Dist. 59 com- 
mittee presented their final reports at 
the genera] committee meeting Thurs- 
day. 


Each member of the committee re- 


ceived a copy of each subcommittee re- 
port. They were directed to study the re- 
ports for the next meeting. It is expected 
that at the next meeting the general 
committee will vote on the boundaries 
for a unit, if a district should be formed. 
A vote of "no unit district" may also be 
given. 


THE NEXT MEETING Is scheduled 


for 7:30 p.m. April 5 at Dempster Junior 
High School, 420 Dempster St., Mount 
Prospect. 


In a unit school district, all grades, 


kindergarten through high school, are 
under one school board and one adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 now governs only grades 
X-8. All high school grades are under the 
administration of High School Dist. 214. 


Supporters of a unit school district con- 


tend there are educational advantages 
compared to a dual district school sys- 
tem. 


In Illinois, under the current state aid 


for school formula, unit districts receive 
more money than a school in a dual dis- 
trict. 


The committee was told by the Dist. 59 


school board to investigate the possibility 
of the district forming some type of unit. 


Three alternatives for' unit boundaries 


were eventually selected by the general 
committee. These were: a unit of the 
four southern high school attendance 
boundaries in Dist. 214 (Elk Grove, For- 


est View, Prospect and Rolling Meadows 
high schools); an Elk Grove Village unit 
formed by dividing the present Dist. 59 
along the Northwest Tollway (this unit 
would include the portion of Elk Grove 
Village west of Rto. 53) and an all-DIst. 
59 unit. 


AN ALL-DIST. 59 unit would take For- 


est View and Elk Grove high schools 
from Dist. 214. 


The five subcommittees were directed 


to study the alternatives and prepare a 
list of advantages and disadvantages for 
each. 


The finance committee reported that 


the Dist. 59 choice would provide the 
least disruption to neighboring school 
districts. Such a unit would have ap- 
proximately 16,000 students and an as- 
sessed valuation of $379.6 million, or ap- 
proximately $23,000 per student. 


A Dist. 59 unit would also have an esti- 


mated increase of $8.5 million from state 
aid and taxes compared to the present

He said 
there is plenty of open space and Elk 
Grove has one of the best water systems 
in the area. 


During rebuttal, Lindahl kept up his at- 


tack on Zettek. "I commend Zettek for 
his excellent record of attending board 
meetings (Zettek said that of 400 meet- 
ings in 12 years he had missed only two) 
but on committee meetings you should 
have looked around more," Undahl said. 


"Were you satisfied while Hlggins road 


was torn up for two years? I would have 
gone to the State of Illinois for help," 
Lindahl said. He criticized the Touhy Av- 
enue one-way system, gave credit for the 
village blood plan to Trustee Nanci Van- 
derweel, and asked why surplus village 
money was allowed to "carry over" in- 
stead of being used for village buses or 
the fire house. 


DURING THE only portion of rebuttal 


in which McGrenera took part, he said, 
"I have more knowlege than any election 
or would-be official in regard to zoning 
and planning" 


In respondfe to Lindahl, Zettek said 


Higgins Road was a problem because of 
a lenient state contract the village could 
not control. 


He said he had been trying to get vil- 


lage buses for two years. "We will have 
it if we have to go buy buses ourselves. 
We need it, we are going to get it," be 
said. 


Lindahl then asked if Terrace Apart- 


ments were going to be expanded. He 
said he noticed they donated money for 
an emergency tool for the fire depart- 
ment.

IN RESPONSE to Undent's comments 


on Devon-53, Zettek said, "I'm opposed 
to high-rise, high density, heavily popu- 
lated areas — you all are.

No Clearbrook facility in Des Plaines 


Clearbrook Center, a school for men- 


tally retarded and emotionally disturbed 
children, has canceled plans to build a 
day school in Des Plaines. 


The .eight-classroom school was to be 


built at the corner of Wolf Road and For- 
est Avenue for Des Plaines area children 
not eligible for public school special edu- 
cation classes. 


In a letter to Mayor Herbert Behrel, 


Byrn T. Witt, executive director of Clear- 
brook, said only 12 children from the Des 
Plaines area would be using the day 
school. "It would not be economically 
feasible to build a separate facility for 
only 12 children," he said. 


During the past two years most of the 


children who would have been enrolled in 
the Des Plaines school have been placed 
in special education classes in Maine 
Township public schools. 


"Even- though we are sorry that we 


couldn't have operated a facility in Des 
Plaines we are pleased that the public 
schools have expanded their services to 
the mentally retarded and emotionally 
disturbed children in the area," Witt 
said. 


THE DECISION not to build the day 


school does not alter the services or com- 
mitment to the retarded in Maine Town- 
ship, he said. 


The 12 children from this area are 


being bused daily to Clearbrook's Rolling 
Meadows day school. These children are 
severely retarded or emotionally disturb- 
ed and unable to attend public school 
special classes. 


Twenty-seven adults from Maine Town- 


ship are enrolled in Clearbrook's Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Center and Shel- 
tered Workshop in Elk Grove Village. In 
addition, several mildly and moderately 
retarded Maine Township adults will be 
living in their new community facility in 
Arlington Heights. 


In November, 1970, Clearbrook officials 


asked for a special use permit from the 
city to allow construction of the school on 
the residentially zoned corner. Their 
request received heavy opposition from 
more than 50 nearby residents. 


The city council granted the special 


use request in early February but resi- 
dents challenged that decision. A second 
vote was taken in March. Clearbrook 


again won approval from the city council 
by a 9-5 margin. 


Children from the Des Plaines area 


went to school in temporary facilities at 
the Church of the Master United Church 
of Christ, 259 E. Central Rd., during the 
controversy. They were later absorbed 
into the Rolling Meadows facility until 
the Des Plaines day school was ready for 
occupancy.

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Meat prices numb housewives during 'boycott week' 


An Informal coalition of consumers 


across the nation is boycotting meat this 
week, but a spot survey by the Herald 
indicates many housewives In the North- 
west suburbs will not take part, mainly 
because they don't believe it will do any 
good. 


White the belief that reduced demand 


w i l l bring prices down Is 
basically sound, a loosely-organized boy- 
cott is unlikely to have any immediate 
effect. But it will be a warning, perhaps 
a powerful one, that consumers have had 
enough of high-flying hamburger prices. 


But for now, instead of anger, there Is 


a feeling of resignation among suburban 
housewives. 


"It's not that I'm not rebellious," one 


housewife said, "it's that we've really 
been learning to buy red meat substi- 


tutes for some time now, and the latest 
jump leaves me numb, not angry." 


"YOU CAN CATCH a good special on 


chicken, if you watch the prices, but our 
family used to enjoy, a good small sirloin 
roast now and then. There was one in the 
meat counter Friday for $14, and let's 
face It, that's not something you can 
cope with easily..." 


"I mean, it's not really funny any- 


more," the housewife said. "Not when 
some beef is going for $3 a pound and 
you buy just the basics and try not to go 
over $25 to tide you over a weekend." 


But, according to one veteran observer 


of the commodities market — where live- 
stock and grain are bought and sold — 
establishing the basis for prices of meat 
at the consumer level are not easily 
within the control of a few men, because 


even the weather has a band hi it, in 
addition to worldwide economic condi- 
tions. 
, 


OVER THE LAST few years, the com- 


modities expert noted, the U.S. has seen 
a spiraling of prices that "boggles the 
mind." Price limits on the commodities 
exchange have been hit time after time 
— then reset and hit again. 


The price rise has been "led by weath- 


er conditions all over the world," he 
said. In Russia, China, Pakistan, India, 
and other countries, weather has de- 
stroyed crops, causing severe food short- 
ages and forcing those countries to buy 
grain from the U.S. in vast quantities. 


Grain prices then shoot upward in re- 


sponse to this buying pressure, and it be- 
comes more expensive for American 
farmers to buy feed for their livestock. 


Compounding the economic problem, 


this situation "is hitting at a generally 
inflationary time," the commodities ex- 
pert said. The price of cattle — and ulti- 
mately, meat — must reflect not on- 
ly die higher cost of feed, but higher 
costs in general that the fanner bears in 
raising livestock. 


The only counter balance for soaring 


prices is expanding supplies, but such 
has not been the case. According to a 
recent U.S. Department of Agriculture 
report, as of March 1 there were 8 per 
cent more cattle being raised than a 
year ago, which in actual numbers 
amounts to several tens of thousands. 
But supply is still not enough for the de- 
mand, which is created largely by for- 
eign exportation rather than consumer

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Penalties, inconvenience await careless owners 
It's open season on wandering dogs and cats

CHARGE: Vagrancy. 
CULPRIT: Canines. 
it's the same offense every spring, 


when the warm sunshine brings out the 
dogs to roam In neighborhood parkways. 
And within the last few days, local police 
have received dozens of complaints of 
stray animals. 


"Dogs aren't dumb animals," said 


Gene Korn, former Arlington Heights an- 
imal welfare officer. "When it gets 
warmer and the sun's out, they want to 
run around, too." 


For the last 14 years Korn has been 


looking for the roaming, freedom loving 
animals, not only dogs, but cats as well. 
Sometimes there are even cases of dis- 
located muskrats or possums which must 
be taken to their natural habitat. 


Recently Korn transferred to another 


position in the police department, leaving 
the responsibilities of animal welfare of- 
ficer to cadet Richard Cribbons. 


"I've been bitten once," said Cribbons. 


"I also had to use snares. But at least it 
gives me an opportunity to get on to the 
streets." 


THE PALATINE Police Department 


does not have a full-time dog catcher, 
but anticipates hiring an animal warden 
in May or June because of the stray ani- 
mal problem, according to Richard Daw- 
son, Palatine environmental health direc- 
tor. Police there receive a steady num- 
ber of animal complaints. 


Rolling Meadows service officer Al 


JUTS said the department handles about 
seven dog cases a week, but added there 
will be more of a problem with the 
spring weather approaching. 


"The people will be more apt to let 


their dog out on its own than they are in 
winter because they might be more af- 
raid their dog would catch cold or get 
sick," said Jurs. 


But how does a dog catcher go about 


grabbing the wanderlust dog? 


"There's no actual training here," said 


Korn. "You've got to handle them by 
feel. Every dog is different... some you 
pick up right away, some will always 
stay that extra two feet away, and some 
you swear at." 


"There was one dog I was trying to 


catch for over a week. I almost gave 
up," Korn said. "Then one day I had the 
car door open, and when I wasn't look- 
ing, that dog jumped in. He wouldn't 
come out after I had coaxed him." 


KORN POINTS a scolding, finger at 


those who are careless with their dogs. 
"There should be no reasons for stray 
dogs," he said. "It's cruel and inhumane 
to let dogs run around, making them a 
target for cars or getting lost. It's not the 


dog's fault he wanders. It's their own- 
ers." 


Dawson agrees. "We are concerned 


with animal population control It's 
cruelty to animals if we end up with 
over-population. Animals can get wild, 
starve, get rabies and end up getting put 
to steep for no reason. It's not correct for 
a community to not be concerned about 
their animals. 


"Our biggest problem is in the apart- 


ment," said Jurs. "People open their 
screen doors to let the dog out and hope 
that it will come back. Most of these 
dogs are unlicensed, too." 


According to Korn, a lot of people get 


"fall" or "Christmas" dogs, which they 
keep inside all winter. Most people get 
tired of them, especially if they do dam- 
age to their homes, and are less con- 
cerned when their dogs go out. 


Korn encourages persons to get licens- 


es and rabies shots for their dogs, so if 
they get lost, they can be returned to the 
owners without having it impounded. 


Dogs aren't the only animals in ques- 


tion. In Palatine licenses cost $5 for both 
dogs and cats. According to the police 


only 164 licenses were purchased for 
cats. "We know there are a lot more, but 
people are not used to the idea of buying 
licenses for their cats," said Dawson. 
"But the ordinance is not enforced too 
much. There's not enough man power 
yet." 


A CAT ORDINANCE was necessary in 


Palatine to eliminate them from running 
at large, like dogs, according to Dawson. 
It serves to control population and to 
prevent general harassments. A lot of 
cats were reported to have broken into 
plastic bags of garbage, or overturning 
garbage cans and creating a mess for 
residents to clean up. 


If your dog or cat is found roaming in 


Arlington Heights, be prepared to pay an 
impounding fee of $3 a day and a $5 tick- 
et. If you wait more than two weeks to 
pay the ticket, the cost jumps to $10. Po- 
lice take stray animals to Arlington 
Heights Animal Hospital or to Prospect 
Animal Hospital in Mount Prospect. If 
the animals are not claimed in three 
days, they are released to Kay's Animal 
Shelter in Arlington Heights. The shelter 


tries to locate the owners or find homes 
for them. At last resort some are killed. 


In Rolling Meadows, the police depart- 


ment sends lost dogs to Arlington 
Veterinary Hospital for seven days. Im- 
pounding costs are $3 a day, plus signing 
a release form. If the dog was found run- 
ning loose, then the charge is $2 for the 
first offense, $5 for the second and $25 
for each occurence after. If the problem 
persists, police may draw up a complaint 
to bring the owner to court. If the animal 
is not claimed in seven days, it is taken 
to the Anti Cruelty Society in Chicago. 


It's $10 for the first offense in Palatine, 


$25 for the second, and $50 thereafter. 
The animal will be impounded at the 
health department for seven days and 
then will be turned over to an animal 
clinic to be "humanely destroyed" ac- 
cording to the village ordinance. 


However, all three police departments 


will call the owners of pets found roam- 
ing, if the animals are licensed. "I stress 
having them licensed," said Korn. "It 
would save a lot of money for everyone."

Upperclassmen to pick their teachers 


Juniors and seniors at Scbaumburg 


High School will be picking their own 
teachers and class times next year and 
students at the other three high schools 
will have more flexibility in their sched- 
uling because of action by the district's 
board of education. 


The Dist. 211 board Thursday agreed to 


allow Schaumburg High officials to pro- 
ceed with a plan to let juniors and se- 
niors select classes on the basis of time 
and teacher. The scheduling process is 
planned for late May. 


The other three Dist. 211 schools, Pala- 


tine, Conant and Fremd, were given the 
prerogative to manipulate student sched- 
ules for juniors and seniors when parents 
and the student want to insure all classes 
fall together as a block so a student can 


either arrive late or leave school early. 


The board also extended to juniors the 


"study hall option" in which students 
may skip a study hall falling at the be 
ginning or end of their day with parental 
permission. Study hall option had pre- 
viously been open only to seniors. 


TOM HOWARD, associate principal at 


Schaumburg, said the self-scheduling 
plan will be run by first allowing stu- 
dents to pre-register for certain courses 
and using that information to draw up a 
master schedule that will insure there 
will be room in courses for every student 
signed up. 


Students will then be allowed to use the 


master schedule to determine which sec- 
tions of multi-section courses they want 
to take as long as room remains in the 


Bellm answers Meyer's 'coalition' charge

know," Meyer said. He charged that Ber- 
nard Pedersen, GOP township com- 
mltteeman, and Howard Olen, GOP 
township supervisor, "either don't know 
who they're slating for office or do know 
and are trying to hide it." 


Price and Bellm are both slated for 


auditor positions by the Republican par- 
ty.

Consumer education OKd 


The High School Dist. 211 board agreed 


to a full semester required course in con- 
sumer education for Its schools next 
year, but only if alternatives are pro- 
vided for students who can't fit it into 
their schedule. 


The course is an expansion of the pre- 


sent, state required offering of nine 
weeks of consumer education taken out 
of a student's physical education class. 
District administrators said the ex- 
panded class would exceed the state re- 
quired minimum but would allow more 
information to be given the students. 


Board members Alexander Langsdorf 


and Anna Countryman objected that the 
addition of the full semester require- 
ments w«'ld put a strain on students tak- 
ing heavy academic schedules. Mrs. 
Countryman said she knew a girl who 
was advised to drop the fourth year of a 
foreign language in order to fit consumer 
education into her schedule. 


Langsdorf said, "There are some stu- 


dents who ought to have a right to take 
the legal minimum of nine weeks and 
then pass some sort of proficiency exam. 
I'd hate to see it be made so rigid that 
they can't have flexibility." 


Some suggested alternatives were stu- 


dents be allowed to take consumer edu- 
cation in summer school or night school 
or be allowed to take just half the full 


semester course. Alternatives will be de- 
veloped and brought to the board next 
month for approval, Associate Supt. 
Bruce Altergott said. 


In other action, the board approved for 


another year providing letter grades for 
students taking music classes. However, 
board members asked a survey be made 
to determine whether policies to lower 
student grades for poor attitude or at- 
tendance are accepted by parents and 
children. 


BOARD MEMBER Robert Seger said 


he was personally upset by the applica- 
tion of the attitude and attendance stan- 
dards. "It seems to me a positive atti- 
tude has been established by a high 
school student wanting to take a music 
course," Seger 
said. "Unfortunately 


sometimes that positive attitude can be 
killed by indifference, by misunderstand- 
ing and even by laziness." 


Seger said that his feeling "probably Is 


a personal crusade," but said, "I some- 
times question the motivating ability and 
the teaching ability of some of our in- 
structors." 


The board also approved a proposal for 


a course to be offered next yew at Co- 
nant High School In "Law and the Indi- 
vidual" by teacher Dan M. Fox. Board 
members highly praised the proposed 
course and Seger said, "I exclude Mr. 


Fox from my previous statements about 
teachers. I think he should be com- 
mended." 


The board also' 
• approved the hiring of a coordinator 


for special education and a graduate stu- 
dent to work part-time as assistant to 
Supt. Richard Kolze. The two positions 
will mean the first increase in the dis- 
trict's central office administrative staff 
since 1969. 


• expelled a student for the remainder 


of the school year for "gross disobe- 
dience and insubordination." 


• approved a policy for purchase of 


class rings that will provide for uniform 
bidding and approval by the board of 
education. 


switchover. Former State's Atty. Edward 
Hanrahan was the winner of a three- 
way race in the Democratic primary 
against Donald Page Moore and Ray- 
mond K. Berg. 


PRICE SAID he "had his own rea-

schools with self-scheduling plans and 
has been told by officials there have 
been no problems with having some 
teachers go unselected by students. 
"They told us we were underestimating 
the students because there are some stu- 
dents who want highly structured, tough 
teachers," Howard said. "There are stu- 
dents to fit each kind of teacher." 


Principals from the other three schools 


said they will watch the self-scheduling 
program carefully, but presently want to 
concentrate on "block scheduling," in 
which a student's classes are grouped to- 
gether leaving study halls at the begin- 
ning and end of the day. 


BLOCK SCHEDULING, the principals 


said, will in effect extend study hall op- 
tion to more students. In the past, study 
hall option has been open to students who 
accidentally ended up with study halls at 
the beginning or end of the day, but 
"now we will try to make that happen," 
Carl Zdeb, principal at Conant, said. 


Principal Leonard Newendorp of Pala- 


tine High School said the use of block 
scheduling will be limited, especially at 
his school, by the availability of class- 
rooms. "If you really believe in Mock 
scheduling there ought to be a time of 
day when all students are in classes in- 
stead of having some in study halls or 
'hold-in patterns,' " he said. "In our 
building we just don't have the space to 
do that." 


In a related action, the board asked 


the administration for further informa- 
tion and a plan for surveying parent atti- 
tudes on the question of "open lunch" — 
allowing students to leave campus during 
their lunch periods. 


The administration has tentatively sug- 


gested open lunch programs be adopted 
at all schools next year and more strin- 
gent regulations be adopted regulating 
truancy, class cutting and tardiness.

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Meat prices numb housewives during 'boycott week'

because they don't believe it will do any 
good

White the belief that reduced demand 


w i l l b r i n g prices d o w n is 
basically sound, a loosely-organized boy. 
cott is unlikely to have any immediate 
effect. But it will be a wanting, perhaps 
a powerful one, that consumers have had 
enough of high-flying hamburger prices. 


But for now, Instead of anger, there is 


a feeling of resignation among suburban 
housewives. 


"It's not that I'm not rebellious," one 


housewife said, "it's that we've really 
been teaming to buy red meat substi- 


tutes for some time now, and the latest 
jump leaves me numb, not angry." 


"YOU CAN CATCH a good special on 


chicken, if you watch the prices, but our 
family used to enjoy a good small sirloin 
roast now and then. There was one in the 
meat counter Friday for $14, and let's 
face it, that's not something you can 
cope with easily..." 


"I mean, it's not really funny any- 


more," the housewife said. "Not when 
some beef is going for $3 a pound and 
you buy just the basics and try not to go 
over $23 to tide you over a weekend." 


But, according to one veteran observer 


of the commodities market — where live- 
stock and grain are bought and sold — 
establishing the basis for prices of meat 
at the consumer level are not easily 
within the control of a few men, because 


even the weather has a hand in it, in 
addition to worldwide economic condi- 
tions. 


OVER THE LAST few years, the com- 


modities expert noted, the U.S. has seen 
a spiraling of prices that "boggles the 
mind." Price limits on the commodities 
exchange have been hit time after time 
— then reset and hit again. 


The price rise has been "led by weath- 


er conditions all over the world," he 
said. In Russia, China, Pakistan, India, 
and other countries, weather has de- 
stroyed crops, causing severe food short- 
ages and forcing those countries to buy 
grain from the U.S. in vast quantities. 


Grain prices then shoot upward in re- 


sponse to this buying pressure, and it be- 
comes more expensive for American 
farmers to buy feed for their livestock. 


Compounding the economic problem, 


this situation "is hitting at a generally 
inflationary time," the commodities ex- 
pert said. The price of cattle — and ulti- 
mately, meat — must reflect not on- 
ly the higher cost of feed, but higher 
costs in general that the farmer bears in 
raising livestock. 


The only counter balance for soaring 


prices is expanding supplies, but such 
has not been the case. According to a 
recent U.S. 'Department of Agriculture 
report, as of March 1 there were 8 per 
cent more cattle being raised than a 
year ago, which in actual numbers 
amounts to several tens of thousands. 
But supply is still not enough for the de- 
mand, which is created largely by for- 
eign exportation rather than consumer

tion of a 55,000 square foot store and

Robert Campbell doesn't enjoy his ap- 


pointed status on the Rolling Meadows 
Park District Board of Commiislonen 
and sayi he would rather be put on the 
board by the voters. 


It appears he will get his wish. Camp- 


bell, who was appointed to the board in 
September to (111 the vacancy created by 
the resignation of Charles Boyer, is run- 
ning unopposed in the April 3 election for 
the remaining two yean of an unexpired 
six year term. 


Campbell sought the park board ap- 


pointment because he wai curious of 
park district operations. "I stood on the 
outside and asked why tha park district 
can't do this and can't do that and felt it 
was time to get involved," he explained. 
Campbell still feels the park district has 
to be improved, but his fix months on the 
board have given Mm a better insight 
into the problems facing the board. 


The board is In the unfortunate position 


of having inherited many problems from 
past boards and administrations, accord- 
ing to Campbell. But Campbell feels it is 
the present board and administrations' 
responsibility to rectify them 


"WE HAVE TO assume responsibility 


for these things. All we can do is get in 
and work hard." he said. 


The i960 referendum put the park dis- 


trict in a "financial stralghtjacket," ac- 
cording to Campbell. "We buiH the com- 
plex before our time" and now most of 
the tax money has to go to retire the 
bonds This leaves little for operation and 
when you deduct the payroll It further 
reduces the funds available for recrea- 
tion and buildings and grounds," he said. 


"We have to reduce the operating ex- 


penditures and attempt to cut out any 
fat." said Campbell. "To reduce the pay- 
roll, we would have to reduce the ser- 
vices we offer residents " 


Campbell said there have been times 


he felt the park district attempted to of- 
fer too many recreational programs to 
residents 


"This isn't necessarily bad but all too 


often the park district offers programs it 
can't come across on," he said. He sug- 
gested fewer programs be offered but 
those programs be developed into really 
good programs 


AS TO REGISTRATION fees for recre- 


ation programs, Campbell recognized 
this as a problem but compared the dis- 
trict to an automobile. People have to 
realize there Is upkeep and additional 
costs to be incurred even after they have 
made the initial investment through their 
taxes, he said. 


One way Campbell suggested to in- 


crease the district's operating revenue 
would be to lease the pro shop at the 
sports complex. At the present time, ap- 
proximately $20,000 Is tied up in Inventory 
for the pro shop. Campbell would like to 
see a lease agreement for the pro shop 
where the leasee would agree to pur- 
chase the district's inventory. 


Campbell said relations between the 


park district and city council should be 
improved. 


"I don't feel Its a lost cause. We are in 


dire straits and we have to keep going 
back and hoping we get a willing ear.

Thomas Dunlavy: 


Mounting park district tax bills in the 


wake of inadequate recreation programs 
for the youth prompted-'Tom Dunlavy to' 
seek a seat on the Rolling Meadows Park 
District Board of Commissioners. 


"The taxes are too high. There have got 


to be areas of waste," said Dunlavy, an 
18-year resident of Rolling Meadows. 


"I have gone to park board meetings 


and tried to study the budget but I can't 
figure it out I decided the only way to 
find out what Is going on is to get in- 
volved," he continued. 


Dunlavy said with the youngest of Ms 


six children now in high school, he has 
the time available to devote to park dis- 
trict activities. 
» 


His concern over the park district 


budget started approximately two years 
ago. Frustrated by bis inability to find 
out where the tax dollars were being 
spent, he wrote to Springfield last sum- 
mer and asked for an audit of the park 
district budget No action was taken on 
his letter, he said. 


DUNLAVY believes a comprehensive 


park district budget would go a long way 
toward improving relations between the 
park district and city. In talking to alder- 
men, Dunlavy says he has found the 
council would be willing to allocate funds 
from its sales tax revenue to the" park 
district if it could just determine what 
the park district does with the money it 
already has. 


Another major issue in Dunlavy's re- 


form platform is providing more free ac- 
tivities to residents. 


"We need more free time and less free 


time, especially for children," he says. 


Dunlavy feels with proper manage- 


ment the park board could both reduce 
taxes and provide more free programs. 


"We have the nucleus of a fine park 


district but we are hampered by amateur 
management," he said. He singled out 
Steve Person, superintendent of parks 
and recreation, and Rudy Nelson, recrea- 
tion supervisor, as individuals he felt 
should be replaced with more experi- 
enced men. He also feels the monthly 
payrolls could be reduced by replacing 
some of the part-time instructors with a 
full-time physical education instructor. 


IN DIVERTING money from adminis- 


trative salaries, Dunlavy feels it could be 
better put to use in providing recreation 
programs for children. He suggested a 
summer basketball league, horsehoe pits 
and volleyball courts 


"The park district belongs to the kids," 


said Dunlavy. He feels recent steps to 
tighten security at the sports complex 
is a step in the wrong direction. We 
should not be keeping teenagers out but 
rather providing proper supervision so 
they can use the faculty. 


Dunlavy questioned the contract cur- 


rently being negotiated between the park 
district and Rolling Meadows Police De- 
partment to provide weekend supervision 
at the complex. While it might be neces- 
sary now he doesn't see it as a worth- 
while annual investment. 


With the recent creation of the Rolling

"SOME OF the new jobs may be justi- 


fied but creating jobs for jobs' Sake is 
not what this park district needs." If 
elected to the board, she would ask for 
job descriptions from park employes to 
see where cutbacks would be feasible. < 


"We should take the parks to the 


people rather than make them come to 
the parks," said Mrs. Placek. In con- 
tacting people during her campaign she 
has found they are concerned with the 
lack of programs for the young and cost 
of all programs. 


Rather than the park district revolving 


around the sports complex, Mrs. Placek 
feels satellite programs should be estab- 
lished at the schools.

housewives. 


"It's not that I'm not rebellious," one 


housewife said, "it's that we've really 
been learning to buy red meat substi- 


tutes for some time now, and the latest 
Jump leaves me numb, not angry." 


"YOU CAN CATCH a good special on 


chicken, if you watch the prices, but our 
family used to enjoy a good small sirloin 
rout now and then. There was one in the 
meat counter Friday for $14, and let's 
face it, that's not something you can 
cope with easily..." 


"I mean, it's not really funny any- 


more," the housewife said. "Not when 
some beef is going for $3 a pound and 
you buy Just the basics and try not to go 
over $25 to tide you over a weekend." 


But, according to one veteran observer 


of the commodities market — where live- 
stock and grain are bought and sold — 
establishing the basis for prices of meat 
at the consumer level are not easily 
within the control of a few men, because 


even the weather has a band in it, in 
addition to worldwide economic condi- 
tions. 


OVER THE LAST few years, the com- 


modities expert noted, the U.S. has seen 
a spiraling of prices that "boggles the 
mind." Price limits on the commodities 
exchange have been hit time after time 
— then reset and hit again. 


The price rise has been "led by weath- 


er conditions all over the world," he 
said. In Russia, China, Pakistan, India, 
and other countries, weather has de- 
stroyed crops, causing severe food short- 
ages and forcing those countries to buy 
grain from the U.S. in vast quantities. 


Grain prices then shoot upward in re- 


sponse to this buying pressure, and it be- 
comes more expensive for American 
farmers to buy feed for their livestock. 


Compounding the economic problem, 


this situation "is hitting at a generally 
inflationary time," the commodities ex- 
pert said. The price of cattle — and ulti- 
mately, meat — must reflect not on- 
ly the higher cost of feed, but higher 
costs in general that the farmer bears in 
raising livestock. 


The only counter balance for soaring 


prices is expanding supplies, but such 
has not been the case. According to a 
recent UiS. Department of Agriculture 
report, as of March 1 there were 8 per 
cent more cattle being raised than a 
year ago, which in actual numbers 
amounts to several tens of thousands. 
But supply is still not enough for the de- 
mand, which is created largely by for- 
eign exportation rather than consumer

ules for Juniors and seniors when parents 
and the student want to insure all classes 
fall together as a block so a student can 
either arrive late or leave school early. 


The board also extended to juniors the 


"study haU option" in which students 
may skip a study hall falling at the be 
ginning or end of their day with parental 
pennissloa. Study hall option bad pre- 
viously been open only to seniors. 


TOM HOWARD, associate principal at 


Schaumburg, said the self-scheduling 


plan will be run by first allowing stu- 
dents to pre-register for certain courses 
and using that information to draw up a 
master schedule that will insure there 
will be room in courses for every student 
signed up. 


Students will then be allowed to use the 


master schedule to determine which sec- 
tions of multi-section courses they want 
to take as tang as room remains in the 
section. Seniors will have priority of 
choice over Juniors and priodtiee within 
each class will be determined by draw- 
ing letters of the alphabet at random and

they want," Howard said. "We've told 
the kids they may end up with only one 
choice but that will be 100 per cent more 
choices than they've had before." 


Howard said he has visited other high 


schools with self-scheduling plans and 
has been told by officials there have 
been no problems with having some 
teachers go unselected by students. 
"They told us we were underestimating 
the students because there are some stu- 
dents who want highly structured, tough 
teachers," Howard said. "There are stu- 
dents to fit each kind of teacher.'" 


Principals from the other three schools 


said they will watch the self-scheduling 
program carefully, but presently want to 
concentrate on "block scheduling," in 
which a student's classes are grouped to- 
gether leaving study halls at the begin- 
ning and end of the day. 


BLOCK SCHEDULING, the principals 


said, will in effect extend study hall op- 
tion to more students. In the past, study 
hall option has been open to students who 
accidentally ended up with study halls at 
the beginning or end of the day, but 
"now we will try to make that happen," 
Carl Zdeb, principal at Conant, said. 


Principal Leonard Newendorp of Pala- 


tine High School said the use of block 
scheduling will be limited, especially at 
his school, by the availability of class- 
rooms. "If you really believe in block 
scheduling there ought to be a time of 
day when all students are in classes in- 
stead of having some in study halls or 
'hold-In patterns,'" he said. "In our 
building we just don't have the space to 
do that." 


In a related action, the board asked 


the administration for further informa- 
tion and a plan for surveying parent atti- 
tudes on the question of "open lunch" — 
allowing students to leave campus during 
their lunch periods. 


The administration has tentatively sug- 


gested open lunch programs be adopted 
at all schools next year and more strin- 
gent regulations be adopted regulating 
truancy, class cutting and tardiness.

Unit study 
after 3 months 


'Experience' or 'one-party control'?

Since its controversial conception three 


months ago. the Schaumburg Township 
Unit School District Study committee has 
In my opinion, consistently demonstrated 
it is above the partisan furor which has 
surrounded the issue of unification. 


The nine member committee has en- 


larged the original charge given it by 
Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher, 
seeking what possible educational bene- 
fits could be derived from creating a unit 
school district for all of Schaumburg 
township, and not just the Village of 
Schaumburg 


This enlargement of the study area 


was accomplished shortly after the group 
held its first and only meeting with the 
mayor The members observed that by 
studying the entire township, plus a por- 
tion of the Village of Schaumburg which 
lies in Palatine Township, it would be 
easier to assess the advantages and dis- 
advantages of unification. 


The committee has also not shown any 


great ties with the Schaumburg United 
Party (SUP), which to date has put up 
the major cash contribution to finance 
the study 


The committee publicly accepted the 


15,000 donation with no strings attached 
and promises that the results of this 
study have not already been determined. 


SINCE ACCEPTING the contribution, I 


have found no evidence that SUP offi- 
cials have attempted to guide the com- 
mittee in choosing a consultant or mak- 
ing other decisions. 


The decision on a consultant appears to 


be one which lends more credibility to 
the open mindedness of the committee. It 
appears unlikely a more neutral con-

sultant than a university professor from 
a state institution widely respected by 
education officials throughout the area 
could be selected. 


These factors, plus the eagerness to so- 


licit guidance and commentary from 
area school officials and a willingness to 
let the public observe all committee ac- 
tions, adds up to a solid desire to conduct 
a comprehensive study 


It appears the doubts and concerns 


about the intent of the committee and 
who its master might be have been an- 
swered. The intent of the committee is to 
seek methods to improve the quality of 
education The committee has proved it- 
self to be its own master. 


The committee has locked horns with 


the controversial unification topic and 
has demonstrated consistently it has put 
aside any parochial geographic interest 
to improve the quality of education. 


For its work to date, I think the com- 


mittee deserves praise and it is hoped it 
can maintain these standards and con- 
victions until the project is completed. 


Harper College offers free 
dental care to elderly 


Free dental care for senior citizens will

port senior citizens to the clinic and to 
provide a means of driving them to doc- 
tor appointments and in cases of emer- 
gency said Elaine Bond, secretary to the 
board 


In other action, Dudley said he would 


begin hiring people next month for sum- 
mer maintenance work. He expects to 
hire about 15 people, including two who 
worked for the district last summer and 
want to return 


One or two Schaumburg firemen also 


are interested in the part-time job, he 
said The staff will nearly double, Mrs 
Bond said, as only eight persons were 
employed last summer. 


DtDLEY ALSO asked the board to 


consider increasing the hourly wage 
Last summer the workers were paid 
about $1 65 to $1 75 an hour, and he said 
increasing this to $2 25 to $3 25 an hour 
would put him in a better position to hire 
experienced people who may return each 
year 


Additionally, the park board agreed to 


form a committee to study site location 


and needs for a new maintenance build- 
ing for the district. At an estimated size 
of 7,500 square feet, the building would 
cost $10 or $12 per square foot, the board 
said. 


The park board also plans to hire a 


guard or supervisor for Sunset Park in 
the Sunset Hills subdivision. Robert 
Bock, board President, said older young- 
sters are making the park unsafe for 
little children. 


Duane Hosimer, recreation superin- 


tendent, said he and Director Paul Derda 
have already added a guard to the pro-

Bock commented it was "a shame to 


have to spend money for a guard, but the 
parks have been set up for the kids' en- 
joyment " 


The board also approved appropria- 


tions for replacing equipment at the fol- 
lowing park-school sites- Campanelli 
School, $367.80; Civic Park, $141.60; Falk 
Park. $138 00; Dooley School, $204 30; Al- 
drin School, $11 40; Collins School, $26.59, 
and Schaumburg School, $165.60. 


THE TOTAL expenditure would be 


$1,155.29 Most of the items to be pur- 
chased are swing seats, chains and other 
play equipment. Repairs will be done by 
the maintenance staff, and if they are 
not completed by the time the children 
are through with .school, the old equip- 
ment will be removed. 


The next park board meeting will be 


April 5 rather than April 12, in order to 
allow commissioners to announce the re- 
sults of the April 3 election within the 
5-day period required by law.

Charging that the Republicans were 


trying to "fool residents by running two 
Democrats on their ticket, Meyer en- 
dorsed Democrat Jack Scollay for town- 
ship supervisor in the April 3 election.

know." Meyer said He charged that Ber- 
nard Pedersen, GOP township com- 
mltteeman, and Howard Olen, GOP 
township supervisor, "either don't know 
who they're slating for office or do know 
and are trying to hide it." 


SUP, independents get to the point 


Schaumburg United Parly slate mem- 


bers stressed experience in government 
while independent village trustee candi- 
dates warned of the danger of one-party 
control when both groups appeared be- 
fore Timbercrest Home Owners Associ- 
ation Friday. 


Independent Suzanne Popp criticized 


"uncontrolled growth" and said residents 
suffer "taxation without representation" 
in collection of $1 million annually in per- 
mit and inspection fees. 


Running for a two-year term, Mrs. 


Popp contended she was not suggesting 
elimination of this source of revenue, but 
was attempting to bring it to the atten- 
tion of the community. 


Her sentiments were echoed by a sec- 


ond independent, Carol Johnson. 


MRS. JOHNSON, seeking a four-year 


term, estimated $800 is paid in these fees 
on each new home. Because of an in- 
adequate number of inspectors "resi- 
dents are not getting their money's worth 
in this respect," she said. 


SUP candidate Denis Ledgerwood, an 


incumbent, explained permit fees "are

"Timbercrest is not our first love. . . 


we do not concern ourselves exclusively 
with special interest groups," he told 
homeowners. He stressed that SUP, 
being independent, has no ties with ei* 
ther Democrats or Republicans. "Believe 
me, we do care about the wishes of the 
people in this campaign," he said. 


TRUSTEE Herb Aigner, an incumbent 


running for a four-year term on the SUP 
ticket, zeroed in on Mrs. Johnson's battle 
against a 20-acre Schaumburg Road site 
for Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medi- 
cal Center North. 


Concerning her suggestions of potential 


flood threat, he said the land now is fal- 
low and incapable of handling water but 
explained when developed it will contain 
a detention basin capable of carrying ru- 
noff. 


He also cited her failure to attend pub- 


lic meetings of a hospital study group 
engaged in a feasibility study to deter- 
mine area health care needs. 


Independent Helen Jackson opposes the

During the four-year 
term he seeks, the candidate pledged not 
to vote in favor of "anything detrimental 
to the village." 


George Dougherty, the fourth indepen- 


dent, also challenges the hospital site 
and said he feels sanitary sewer backups 
are due to wrong connections. He favors 
creation of an animal warden to free po- 
lice from that chore. 


Ray McArthur, a two-year term SUP 


candidate, told of his 12 years' experi- 
ence with the village plan commission 
and stressed the importance of master 
planning. He denied opponents sugges- 
tions that copies of the master plan were 


not available to residents and invited in- 
terested persons to examine the docu- 
ment. 


Thursday night independents and SUP 


candidates were asked to introduce 
themselves and outline qualifications at 
a meeting of St. Marcelline's Holy Name 
Society. They were, however, asked to 
refrain from mentioning issues in the 
current campaign. 


Price and Bellm are both slated for 


auditor positions by the Republican par- 
ty. 


At the time of the primary, Bellm

Consumer education OKd 


The High School Dist. 211 board agreed 


to a full semester required course in con- 
sumer education for its schools next 
year, but only if alternatives are pro- 
vided for students who can't fit it into 
their schedule. 


The course is an expansion of the pre- 


sent, state required offering of nine 
weeks of consumer education taken out 
of a student's physical education class. 
District administrators said the. ex- 
panded class would exceed the state re- 
quired minimum but would allow more 
information to be given the students. 


Board members Alexander Langsdorf 


and Anna Countryman objected that the 
addition of the full semester require- 
ments would put a strain on students tak- 
ing heavy academic schedules. Mrs 
Countryman said she knew a girl who 
was advised to drop the fourth year of a 
foreign language in order to fit consumer 
education into her schedule. 


Langsdorf said, "There are some stu- 


dents who ought to have a right to take 
the legal minimum of nine weeks and 
then pass some sort of proficiency exam. 
I'd hate to see it be made so rigid that 
they can't have flexibility." 


Some suggested alternatives were stu- 


dents be allowed to take consumer edu- 
cation in summer school or night school 
or be allowed to take just half the full 
semester course. Alternatives will be de- 
veloped and brought to the board next 
month for approval, Associate Supt. 
Bruce Altergott said. 


In other action, the board approved for 


another year providing letter grades for 
students taking music classes. However, 
board members asked a survey be made 
to determine whether policies to lower 
student grades for poor attitude or at- 
tendance are accepted by parents and 
children. 


BOARD MEMBER Robert Seger said 


he was personally upset by the app'ica- 
tion of the attitude and attendance stan- 
dards. "It seems to me a positive atti- 


tude has been established by a high 
school student wanting to take a music 
course," 
Seger 
said. "Unfortunately 


sometimes that positive attitude can be 
killed by indifference, by misunderstand- 
ing and even by laziness." 


Seger said that his feeling "probably is 


a personal crusade," but said, "I some- 
times question the motivating ability and 
the teaching ability of some of our in- 
structors." 


The board also approved a proposal for 


a course to be offered next year at Co- 
nant High School in "Law and the Indi- 
vidual" by teacher Dan M. Fox. Board 
members highly praised the proposed 
course and Seger said, "I exclude Mr. 
Fox from my previous statements about 
teachers. I think he should be com- 
mended." 


The board also: 
• approved the hiring of a coordinator 


for special education and a graduate stu- 
dent to work part-time as assistant to 
Supt. Richard Kolze. The two positions 
will mean the first increase in the dis- 
trict's central office administrative staff 
since 1969.

Royal Court Inn 
won't be built 


The proposed Royal Court Inn will not 


be built at the northeast corner of Al- 
gonquin Road and Thorntree Lane, Ed- 
ward Mraz, attorney for the hotel owner 
said last week.

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Meat prices numb housewives during 'boycott week' 


An informal coalition of consumer! 


acroH the nation it boycotting meat tola 
week, but a ipot survey by the Herald 
indicate* many housewives in the North- 
west suburbs will not take part, mainly 
because they don't believe it will do any 
good. 


While the belief that reduced demand 


w i l l b r i n g prices down Is 
basically sound, a loosely-organized boy- 
cott Is unlikely to have any immediate 
effect. But it will be a warning, perhaps 
a powerful one, that consumers have had 
enough of high-flying hamburger prices. 


But for now, instead of anger, there Is 


a feeling of resignation among suburban 
housewives. 


"It's not that I'm not rebellious," one 


housewife said, "it's that we've really 
been learning to buy red meat substi- 


tutes for some time now, and the latest 
jump leaves me numb, not angry." 


"YOU CAN CATCH a good special on 


chicken, if you watch the prices, but our 
family used to enjoy a good small sirloin 
roast now and then. There was one in the 
meat counter Friday for $14, and let's 
face it, that's not something you can 
cope with easily..." 


"I mean, it's not really funny any- 


more," the housewife said. "Not when 
some beef Is going for $3 a pound and 
you buy just the basics and try not to go 
over $25 to tide you over a weekend." 


But, according to one veteran observer 


of the commodities market — where live- 
stock and grain are bought and sold — 
establishing the basis for prices of meat 
at the consumer level are not easily 
within the control of a few men, because 


even the weather has a hand In it, in 
addition to worldwide economic condi- 
tions. 


OVER THE LAST few years, the com- 


modities expert noted, the U.S. has seen 
a splraling of prices that "boggles the 
mind." Price limits on the commodities 
exchange have been hit tune after time 
— then reset and hit again. 


The price rise has been "led by weath- 


er conditions all over the world," he 
said. In Russia, China', Pakistan, India, 
and other countries, weather has de- 
stroyed crops, causing severe food short- 
ages and forcing those countries to buy 
grain from the U.S. in vast quantities. 


Grain prices then shoot upward in re- 


sponse to this buying pressure, and it be- 
comes more expensive for American 
farmers to buy feed for their livestock. 


Compounding the economic problem, 


this situation "is hitting at a generally 
inflationary time," the commodities ex- 
pert said. The price of cattle — and ulti- 
mately, meat — must reflect not on- 
ly the higher cost of feed, but higher 
costs in general that the farmer bears in 
raising livestock. 


The only counter balance for soaring 


prices is expanding supplies, but such 
has not been the case. According to a 
recent U.S. Department of Agriculture 
report, as of March 1 there were 8 per 
cent more cattle being raised than a 
year ago, which in actual numbers 
amounts to several tens of thousands. 
But supply is still not enough for the de- 
mand, which is created largely by for-

Adherence to existing Dist. 59 bound-

any action on forming a unit district be 
dropped until decisions have been 
reached on pending court cases. 


The five subcommittees of the Elk 


Grove Township School Dlst. 59 com- 
mittee presented their final reports at 
the general committee meeting Thurs- 
day. 


Each member of the committee re- 


ceived a copy of each subcommittee re- 
port. They were directed to study the re- 
ports for the next meeting. It is expected 
that at the next meeting the general 
committee will vote on the boundaries 
for a unit, if a district should be formed. 
A vote of "no unit district" may also be 
given.

for 7:30 p.m. April 5 at Dempster Junior 
High School, 420 Dempster St., Mount 
Prospect. 


In • unit school district, all grades, 


kindergarten through high school, are 
under one school board and one adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 now governs only grades 
K-8. All high school grade* are under the 
administration of High School Dist. 214. 


Supporters of a unit school district con- 


tend there are educational advantages 
compared to a dual district school sys- 
tem. 


In Illinois, under the current state aid 


for school formula, unit districts receive 
more money than a school In a dual dis- 
trict. 


The committee was told by the Dist. 59 


school board to Investigate the possibility 
of the district forming some type of unit. 


Three alternative* for unit boundaries 


were eventually selected by the general 
committee. These were: a unit of the 
four southern high school attendance 


boundaries in Dist. 214 (Elk Grove, For- 
est View, Prospect and Rolling Meadows 
high schools); an Elk Grove Village unit 
formed by dividing the present Dist. 59 
along the Northwest Tollway (this unit 
would Include the portion of Elk Grove 
Village west of Rte. 53) and an all-Diat. 
58 unit 


AN A1X-DIST. 59 unit would take For- 


est View and Elk Grove high schools 
from Dist. 214. 


The five subcommittees were directed 


to study the alternatives and prepare a 
list of advantages and disadvantages for 
each. 


The finance committee reported that 


the Dist. 59 choice would provide the 
least disruption to neighboring school 
districts. Such a unit would have ap- 
proximately 16,000 students and an as- 
sessed valuation.of $379.6 million, or ap- 
proximately $23,000 per student. 


A Dist. 59 unit would also have an esti- 


mated increase of $8.5 million from state 
aid and taxes compared to the present 
Dlst. 59. 


The subcommittee said there would be 


additional expenses since the district 
would have the responsibility for the two 
high schools. 


THE ENROLLMENT trends subcom- 


mittee reported that a Dist. 59 unit would 
have a minimum disruption on relocating 
student* within and without the district. 
No elementary students would be affect- 
ed. 


The educational program subcom- 


mittee reported that it could find few ar- 
gument* "that support or work against" 
any of the proposed units. 


The report did state that either a four 


high school or Elk Grove Village unit 
would result in problems from attempt- 
ing to combine the different educational 
philosophies of several districts. An all- 
Dist. 59 unit would not have as serious a 
problem. 


The subcommittee reported that the 


basic educational program in Dlst. 59

Meat prices numb housewives during 'boycott week' 


An Informal coalition of consumers 


across the nation is boycotting meat this 
week, but a spot survey by the Herald 
indicates many housewives in the North- 
west suburbs will not take part, mainly 
because they don't believe it will do any 
good. 


While the belief that reduced demand 


w i l l bring prices down Is 
basically sound, a loosely-organized boy- 
cott is unlikely to have any immediate 
effect. But it will be a warning, perhaps 
a powerful one, that consumers have had 
enough of nigh-flying hamburger prices. 


But for now, instead of anger, there is 


a feeling of resignation among suburban 
housewives. 


"It's not that I'm not rebellious," one 


housewife said, "It's that we've really 
been learning to buy red meat substi- 


tutes for some time now, and the latest 
jump leaves me numb, not angry." 


"YOU CAN CATCH a good special on 


chicken, if you watch the prices, but our 
family used to enjoy a good small sirloin 
roast now and then. There was one in the 
meat counter Friday for $14, and let's 
face it, that's not something you can 
cope with easily..." 


"I mean, it's not really funny any- 


more," the housewife said. "Not when 
some beef is going for $3 a pound and 
you buy just the basics and try not to go 
aver $25 to tide you over a weekend." 


But, according to one veteran observer 


of the commodities market — where live- 
stock and grain are bought and sold — 
establishing the basis for prices of meat 
at the consumer level are not easily 
within the control of a few men, because 


even the weather has a band in it, in 
addition to worldwide economic condi- 


OVER THE LAST few years, the com- 


modities expert noted, the U.S. has seen 
a spiraling of prices that "boggles the 
mind." Price limits on the commodities 
exchange have been nit time after time 
— then reset and hit again. 


The price rise has been "led by weath- 


er conditions all over the world," he 
said. In Russia, China, Pakistan, India, 
and other countries, weather has de- 
stroyed crops, causing severe food short- 
ages and forcing those countries to buy 
grain from the U.S. in vast quantities. 


Grain prices then shoot upward in re- 


sponse to this buying pressure, and it be- 
comes more expensive for American 
farmers to buy feed for their livestock. 


Compounding the economic problem, 


this situation "is hitting at a generally 
inflationary time," the commodities ex- 
pert said. The price of cattle — and ulti- 
mately, meat — must reflect not on- 
ly the higher cost of feed, but higher 
costs in general that the farmer bears in 
raising livestock. 


The only counter balance for soaring 


prices is expanding supplies, but such 
has not been the case. According to a 
recent U.S. Department of Agriculture 
report, as of March 1 there were 8 per 
cent more cattle being raised than a 
year ago, which in actual n ..i.bers 
amounts to several tens of thousands. 
But supply is still not enough for the de- 
mand, which is created largely by for- 
eign exportation rather than consumer

'Township saves taxpayer $1 million'

Wheeling Township saves its taxpayers 


$1 million per year in taxes they would 
have to pay If the township were abo- 
ished. according to Township Assessor 
Marshall Theroux. 


Tberoux, who is running for reelection 


on an unopposed slate of Republican can- 
didates, said the savings would be lost if 
Cook County were to take over many of 
the township's current functions. 


Theroux based his $1 million savings 


estimate on three separate areas. 


The largest portion comes from the 


general assistance levy the township col- 
lects, Theroux said. 


Since the township pays out between 


$50,000 and $60,000 each year in general 
assistance payments to needy families, 
the tax levy works out to a tax rate of 
approximately one cent per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation, he said. 


"But if the general assistance program 


had to be thrown into the pot by Cook 
County along with funds for Chicago, by 
law the levy paid by local taxpayers 


would have to be 10 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation," he said. 


STATE LAW requires a minimum of 


the 10 cent rate when state funds are 
used to supplement local general assis- 
tance funds, Theroux said. 


Even though under county control 


$550,000 would be collected in the town- 
ship for general assistance, qualified lo- 
cal families still would receive only their 
share or $50 to $60 per year and the re- 
mainder would be used in other areas of 
the county. 


Penalties, inconvenience await owners 
For wandering dogs, cats 
spring is open season

CHARGE: Vagrancy. 
CULPRIT: Canines. 
It's the same offense every spring, 


when the warm sunshine brings out the 
dogs to roam in neighborhood parkways. 
And within the last few days, local police 
have received dozens of complaints of 
stray animals. 


"Dogs aren't dumb animals," said 


Gene Korn, former Arlington Heights an- 
imal welfare officer. "When it gets 
warmer and the sun's out, they want to 
run around, too." 


For the last 14 years Korn has been 


looking for the roaming, freedom loving 
animals, not only dogs, but cats as well. 
Sometimes there are even cases of dis- 
located muskrats or possums which must 
be taken to their natural habitat. 


Recently Korn transferred to another 


position in the police department, leaving 
the responsibilities of animal welfare of- 
ficer to cadet Richard Cribbons. 


"I've been bitten once," said Cribbons. 


"I also had to use snares. But at least it 
gives me an opportunity to get on to the 
streets." 


THE PALATINE Police Department 


does not have a full-time dog catcher, 
but anticipates hiring an animal warden 
in May or June because of the stray ani- 
mal problem, according to Richard Daw- 
ion, Palatine environmental health dlrec- 


tor. Police there receive a steady num- 
ber of animal complaints. 


Rolling Meadows service officer Al 


Jurs said the department handles about 
seven dog cases a week, but added there 
will be more of a problem with the 
spring weather approaching. 


"The people will be more apt to let 


their dog out on its own than they are in 
winter because they might be more af- 
raid their dog would catch cold or get 
sick," said Jurs. 


But how does a dog catcher go about 


grabbing the wanderlust dog? 


"There's no actual training here," said 


Korn. "You've got to handle them by 
feel. Every dog Is different... some you 
pick up right away, some will always 


stay that extra two feet away, and some 
you swear at." 


"There was one dog I was trying to 


catch for over a week. I almost gave 
up," Korn said. "Then one day I had the 
car door open, and when I wasn't look- 
ing, that dog jumped in. He wouldn't 
come out after I had coaxed him." 


KORN POINTS a scolding finger at 


those who are careless with their dogs. 
"There should be no reasons for stray 
dogs," he said. "It's cruel and inhumane 
to let dogs run around, making them a 
target for cars or getting lost. It's not the 
dog's fault he wanders. It's their own- 
ers." 


Dawson agrees. "We are concerned 


with animal population control. It's 
cruelty to animals if we end up with 
over-population. Animals can get wild, 
starve, get rabies and end up getting put 
to sleep for no reason. It's not correct for 
a community to not be concerned about 
then- animals. 


"Our biggest problem is in the apart- 


ment," said Jurs. "People open their 
screen doors to let the dog out and hope 
that it will come back. Most of these 
dogs are unlicensed, too." 


According to Korn, a lot of people get 


"fall" or "Christmas" dogs, which they 
keep inside an winter. Most people get 
tired of them, especially if they do dam-

A second area in which the township 


saves local taxpayers money is the cost 
of taking care of roads and streets in- 
cluding snowplowing, sweeping and re- 
pairs, Theroux said. 


Several studies have shown it costs the 


county twice as much per mile for road 
maintenance as it costs Wheeling Town- 
ship, Theroux said. He assigned the sav- 
ings to lower overhead and said it is be- 
cause the township has an operation," on 
a large enough scale to be efficient, but 
not so large that it is hampered by bu- 
reaucracy." 


The township budgets an average of 


$250,000 per year for its road and bridge 
fund and it is reasonable to assume the 
cost would be doubled for local taxpayers 
if Cook County took over, Theroux said. 


Identifying property omitted from the 


tax rolls is the third way the township 
saves money for local taxpayers. The- 
roux said he identifies properties worth 
about $300,000 per year in additional 
taxes from omitted properly which goes 
to local schools, villages, park districts 
and other agencies. 


"If the dollars were not collected on 


those properties they would have to be 
paid by other taxpayers," he said. 


He believes many citizens advocate the 


abolition of township government be- 
cause they don't know the savings facts. 


"TOO MANY township officials aren't 


peddlers. They should shout 'because the 
township is here, we're saving the people 
of his area a million dollars a year," 
Theroux said. 


While his figures apply specifically to 


Wheeling Township Theroux said he 
hasn't found any other township where 
there are not "tremendous savings" on 
general assistance levies. 


For various reasons, Theroux said, the 


savings to the taxpayers in Palatine and 
Northfield townships may be smaller 
than in Wheeling Township, yet signifi- 
cant. Instead of increasing 10 times they 
may increase three or four times if the 
general assistance program is taken over 
by the county, he added.

glide better. 


"My brother told me how to build the 


best paper airplane," said Paul Jasnoch 
who displayed the technique sending an 
airplane soaring across the room to the 
delight of his classmates and with the 
approval of his teacher.

LIKE ALL THE other science projects, 


the construction of paper planes is a 
very careful, controlled procedure. 


"First we make a regular paper plane, 


then we modify it to see how far we can 
get it to go and how long "we can keep it 
gliding," said Mrs. Quick. "We also try 
to change' the planes to get them to turn 
right and left and add paper clips to see 
how (hat affects flight." 


And the students couldn't be more en- 


thusiastic. Mrs. Quick says she has a 
protest movement on her hands if sci- 
ence ever has to be canceled for a day. 


"I love science this year. Last year all 


we did was read out of books. I don't 
remember anything from last year's sci- 
ence class," said Karen Brandenburg. 


Learning while doing also includes 


graphing the variables. Most Dryden 
fifth graders can tell exactly what will 
happen if another fold is added to any 
part of a paper airplane. 


"ONE THING I'VE learned is never to 


give the kids an answer. Let them find 
out for themselves by recreating the situ- 
ation," said Bob Dhaens, a fifth grade 
teacher. "I answer questions by asking 
what they did to get a solution " 


Dhaens, who is just as enthused about 


the science program as his students, 
says the teaching method of letting the 
students find their own answers carries 
into other subjects, too. 


"Kids can now approach new problems 


with a scientific method," he said. 


The new science program, which also 


includes melting ice cubes and popping 
corks out of syringes, was conceived by 
the fifth grade teachers and Dryden 
Prin. Ed Henricks. 


"We didn't like the textbook ap- 


proach," said Henricks. The teachers 
echoed his sentiment.
